MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


UNWANTED HORSE COALITION 
LAUNCHES NEW RESOURCES 
SECTION ON WEB SITE 


F or its inaugural running in 
1982, theMarylandJuvenile 
Championship Stakes, car¬ 
rying a $100,000-guaranteed 
purse and the richest race card¬ 
ed for Maryland-breds up to 
that time, brought to the fore 
three of the most outstand¬ 
ing Thoroughbreds ever to hail 
from this region. 

Mary Sharp’s homebred 
Dixieland Band, a son of 
Northern Dancer, won the 
mile and a sixteenth contest 
by the slimmest of margins 
over Deputed Testamony, with 
Caveat finishing third. 

The second and third finish¬ 
ers went on to achieve glory for 
their Maryland-based breeder/ 
owners in the 1983 Triple 
Crown races, Deputed Testa¬ 
mony winning the Preakness 
for the Boniface family and 
Caveat capturing the Belmont 
Stakes for August Belmont IV 
and Jim Ryan. 

Dixieland Band’s subse¬ 
quent racing career was also 
stellar, his three additional 
stakes victories including the 
Pennsylvania Derby-G2 and 
Massachusetts Handicap-G2. 
The Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old male earned 
$441,320 over three seasons. 

But it was as a sire that 
Dixieland Band’s achievements 


reverberated throughout the 
land. 

One of the first horses to 
stand at world renowned Lane’s 
End in Versailles, Ky., the farm 
belonging to Sharp’s son-in- 
law William S. Fahsh Jr., Dixie¬ 
land Band has been represent¬ 
ed by 117 stakes winners to 
date, with career progeny earn¬ 
ings approaching $76 million. 
He is the sire of four champi¬ 
ons, four millionaires and 10 
Grade/Group 1 winners. 

One of the top broodmare 
sires in North America over the 
past 10 years, Dixieland Band 
sired the dams of Kentucky 
Derby winners Street Sense 
and Monarchos. 

His legacy also extends 
through his sons at stud, includ¬ 
ing leading sire Dixie Union at 
Lane’s End. In the Mid-Atlantic, 
he has been best represented 
by Grade 1-siring Citidancer, 
now pensioned at Country Life 
Farm in Maryland. 

Dixieland Band was one of 
many stakes winners bred and 
raced by Sharp and her hus¬ 
band, Bayard Sharp, both now 
deceased. The Sharps owned 
a farm in Middletown, Del., 
but in order to take advan¬ 
tage of the Maryland Fund 
program they routinely foaled

their mares at E.P Taylor’s 
Windfields Farm, located near¬ 
by in Chesapeake City, Md. 

The great Northern Dancer 
was 18 years old in 1979 when 
the Sharps paid a $300,000 
stud fee for a mating with their 
top-class homebred Mississippi 
Mud (by Delta Judge), winner 
of four stakes including the 
Grade 1 Matchmaker. 

Dixieland Band, born 
the following spring, was 
Mississippi Mud’s first foal and

ultimately her only stakes per¬ 
former; in the three years after 
Dixieland Band’s birth, his dam 
produced three more foals by 
Northern Dancer, none of 
them of any consequence on 
the race track. 

Dixieland Band, pensioned 
since 2008 because of worsen¬ 
ing arthritis, and continuing to 
battle infirmities of old age, 
was euthanized on April 7 at 
Lane’s End. He was 30.

An overall winner selected 
from among the category win¬ 
ners will be presented with the 
Rood & Riddle Thoroughbred 
Sport Horse Award trophy dur¬ 
ing the Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association 
(TOBA) National Awards 
Dinner, September 10, 2010. 
A perpetual grand prize tro¬ 
phy will also be displayed at 
Rood & Riddle’s Hospital in 
Lexington, Ky. 

The overall winner will be 
selected by a celebrity commit¬ 
tee comprised of four chefs 
d’equipe (discipline heads) for 
each discipline: George Morris 
(show jumping), Mark Phillips 
(Eventing), Patty Heuckeroth 
(Hunters), Hilda Gurney (Dres¬ 
sage), as well as famed U.S. 
Olympics equestrian and race 
horse trainer Michael Matz. 


T hree Pennsylvania stakes 
retroactively downgraded 
for their 2009 runnings 
have had their grades restored. 

The Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association’s 
American Graded Stakes Com¬ 
mittee removed the grades 
from Philadelphia Park’s Penn¬ 
sylvania Derby-G2 and Fitz 
Dixon Cotillion Stakes-G2 and 
Presque Isle Downs’s Presque 
Isle Downs Masters Stakes-G3 
in a dispute over drug-testing 
protocols. 

The Pennsylvania State 
Horse Racing Commission, 
at that time, did not perform 
required tests on samples col¬ 
lected from horses competing 
in stakes. 

The commission has recent¬ 
ly announced a directive to 


implement standard operating 
procedures for random test¬ 
ing of alkalinizing agents at all 
Pennsylvania race tracks. 

“We are pleased to reach an 
agreement with Pennsylvania 
that will permit the reinstate¬ 
ment of the grades to these 
races, and we thank the Penn¬ 
sylvania State Horse Racing 
Commission for taking the 
administrative actions neces¬ 
sary to make this possible,” said 
Peter Willmott, chairman of 
the graded stakes committee. 

“Given Pennsylvania’s initia¬ 
tive and willingness to comply 
with the committee’s standards, 
we did not want to see the race 
tracks and participating owners 
in these three races continue to 
be harmed. Therefore, we have 
agreed to reinstate the grades.”

HELLO HAL 



F ew races in the world 
boast the history or pres¬ 
tige of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup. A horse must overcome 
huge odds to enter and fin¬ 
ish the course, let alone add 
his name to the legendary ros¬ 
ter of winners. But Hello Hal, 
who captured the Hunt Cup’s 
centennial renewal in 1996, is 
among the unlikeliest of Hunt 
Cup heroes. 

Bred by Thomas J. Swales Jr. 
in New Jersey, Hello Hal is by 
the Sherluck stallion Dot Ed’s 
Bluesky out of Restless Fox (by 
Jay Fox). He began his career 
on the flat as a 2-year-old at 
Atlantic City in the summer of 
1988 for trainer Stanley Levin. 
Claimed out of that race after 
finishing sixth by 29 lengths, he 
moved into the barn of Frank 
Costa. 

Toiling primarily in the maid¬ 
en claiming ranks for 11 starts 
with Costa, he reached his pin¬ 
nacle with a second in a six-fur- 
long test at the Meadowlands. 
Costa eventually lost Hello 
Hal to trainer Pam Shavelson. 
Changing scenes from New 
Jersey to Philadelphia Park 
and Delaware Park made litde 
difference, as the gelding still 
failed to distinguish himself in 
the afternoon. 

Enter steeplechase trainer 
Billy Meister, whose former 
wife Meredith spotted the 
diminutive bay and decided 
he’d make a great show pros¬ 
pect. Fresh off his victory as 
the conditioner of the 2010 
Maryland Hunt Cup winner 
Twill Do, Meister reminisced 
about Hello Hal: “I actually 
went down to Kentucky for 
the sales to buy horses for an 
owner back in 1990, and I left 
my ex-wife nine checks to take 
care of bills —and she bought 
him out of Delaware Park for 
$800 while I was gone. She 
showed him on the A circuit 
for a couple of years, and then 
I started riding him cross coun¬ 
try. [The late] Jonathan Kiser 
was taking some lessons on 
Hello Hal, and Jay Griswold 
happened to see him one day. 


He watched for a while and said 
‘I want that horse. How much 
do you want for him?’ I told 
him $2,500, and he brought me 
a check the next day.” 

Griswold started hunting 
Hello Hal. “He was a very good 
athlete, a very good jumper,” 
Griswold recalls. “I remember 
very well one day in the Green 
Spring Old Fashioned we 
jumped the water jump at the 
Grand National backwards; we 
took the water first and then 
the fence. He flew that. Duck 
Martin was standing there and 
he said, ‘That’s your Hunt Cup 
horse.’ I said I didn’t believe it.” 

Griswold formed Club Hal 
Stable with Doug Croker and 
sent the horse to Meister to 
begin running over timber. 
With Meister both training and 
riding, Hello Hal ran at Butler 
and Glyndon for four consecu¬ 


tive years from 1994 through 
1997. 

Remarkably still a maiden 
even at that point in his career, 
Hello Hal chose the 1996 Hunt 
Cup to finally stroke a num¬ 
ber in the win column. Even 
more memorable is how he 
did it—as the only one of the 
five entrants to get around the 
course unscathed. 

“It was really just me that fin¬ 
ished,” Meister said. “Johnny 
Bosley fell off Florida Law at 
the last fence and the horse 
went running loose, and some¬ 
one caught the horse, and he 
got back on and crossed the 
finish line. My brother [Jay 
Meister] was in the race too, 
but he fell at the seventh fence. 
He came running up to me 
at the 17th fence and yelled 
‘There’s only two of you left. . . 
there’s only two of you left!’ 


At that point I had figured 
I’d better get going because I 
knew what kind of horses were 
behind me, but hearing that 
changed my mind about what I 
was going to do.” 

In the tack room at Gris¬ 
wold’s Wits End Farm is a 
photo of a jubilant Meister 
pumping his fist in the air as 
he and Hello Hal gallop under 
the wire, a full 75 lengths ahead 
of a remounted Bosley and the 
wayward Florida Law. 

The pair returned to the 
Grand National and the Hunt 
Cup for their fourth appear¬ 
ances in 1997, finishing third 
and fifth, respectively. Hello 
Hal spent the next five years 
in retirement at Wits End, but 
was brought back by Griswold’s 
son Jason for one race in April 
2002. After bowing a tendon in 
that effort, he headed home for 
good. In a career that spanned 

14 years, Hello Hal’s statistics 
were 25-1-2-2 and $40,876. 

It wasn’t long before the 
aging gelding was found to 
have yet another very useful 
skiU. 

“He was the best teaser I’ve 
ever had,” according to Doug 
Bailey, Wits End’s farm fore¬ 
man since 2003. “Before they 
closed Maryland Stallion Station 
down, we had anywhere from 

15 to 22 mares here. I mean, he 
would tell you, ‘She’s no good 
today; get away from her.’ We 
took many a maiden over there 
ready to breed. And they’d ask 
me, ‘Who’s your teaser?’ I’d say 
‘Uhhhh. . . the Hunt Cup win¬ 
ner.’ He just took to it.” 

These days, 24-year-old 
Hal shares lush, stream-fed 
pastures with fellow jumpers 
Blackchesters (GB) and Wick¬ 
low Bound. 

“He rules the roost; he’s very 
much in charge,” Griswold 
said. “He’s one of the smartest 
horses I’ve ever seen, and he’s 
very brave even though he’s 
a tiny little horse. And that’s 
what it takes for a Hunt Cup 
horse —it’s the size of the heart 
that they have.”

Millionaire 
runner set for 
uncharted course

B A been the pathway of many illustrious careers, from 
.. Bi the 1965 English Grand National winner Jay Trump, 
who was discovered on the backstretch at Charles Town, to the 
two-time Eclipse Award winner and 2008 Maryland-bred Horse 
of the Year, Good Night Shirt. 

Now a successful Virginia-based steeplechase owner, Zohar 
Ben-Dov, and his trainer/farm manager Neil Morris are 
attempting to rework the story line. 

The 6-year-old Virginia-bred gelding Researcher appeared to 
be at the top of his game —the flat racing game, that is—when he 
captured the Charles Town Classic for the second year in a row 
on April 17. (See article on page 38.) But plans call for that to be 
Inis final appearance on the race track. 

The big bay, who always looked slightly out of place on 
Charles Town’s confined quarters, despite the fact that he earned 
more than $1 million there, has moved to a new home at Ben- 
Dov’s Kinross Farm near Upperville, Va., where his aptitude as a 
jumper will be given every opportunity to develop. 

It’s a surprising move-considering that Researcher might 
well have furthered his record in graded company on the flat. 

But it also stands out as one of the most sporting decisions this 
region has seen in quite some time. Mr. Ben-Dov obviously loves 
steeplechasing, and sees in Researcher the qualities that make a 
steeplechase star. Money is not a consideration, or at least not 
what counts the most. 

If Researcher does become a top performer over jumps, he’ll 
make history once again-as the first flat racing millionaire to 
make that giant leap. Ufa 
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Dana Point Farm: 
a wonder to behold 


In less than two years, businesswoman Gayle Gerth 
and horsewoman Maria Vbrhauer have built a 
top-notch facility standing five commercial stallions.

G ayle Gerth laughs with 
delight as she conjures 
up the image of one 
of her granddaughters tod¬ 
dling across a room, her arms 
clamped around a bulging col¬ 
lection of toy horses. 

“As many as she could hold]' 
says Gerth. “She’s me!” 

Gerth, 65, a highly suc¬ 
cessful businesswoman in her 
earlier life and an admitted 
neophyte in the Thoroughbred 
racing world, is reliving her 
wonder years as the owner of 
Dana Point Farm, a pictur¬ 
esque 93-acre facility in central 
Pennsylvania. 

She has her arms around five 
commercial stallions, including 
the state’s current leading sire, 


Toccet, a band of 15 home- 
owned broodmares, and racing 
divisions at Philadelphia Park, 
Penn National and Suffolk 
Downs. 

Dana Point Farm-named 
for the city in southern Cali¬ 
fornia where Gerth has a beach 
front home-has been in exis¬ 
tence for less than two years. 
But almost immediately it 
forged important connections 
within the industry. Four of its 
stallions stand as property of 
the prominent Lexington, Ky., 
establishment Casdeton Lyons. 

The new facility owes much 
of its sparkling appearance, as 
well as its practical aspects, to 
Maria Vorhauer, a 46-year-old 
lifelong Pennsylvania horse¬ 


woman who never could have 
predicted the turn her life was 
about to take when she and 
Gerth met, by chance, at the 
2007 New York Breeders’ Sales 
Company Fall Mixed sale in 
Saratoga Springs, N.Y. 

Gerth and her significant 
other, Bob Levine, were in 
Saratoga to attend the wed¬ 
ding of Levine’s son. While 
taking in the sights of the 
town, they wandered into the 
sales grounds and came upon 
Vorhauer, who was there in the 
capacity of a sales agent widi a 
10-horse consignment. 

“Maria didn’t take me ter¬ 
ribly seriously at the time,” says 
Gerth, in an obvious under¬ 
statement. “I was dressed in 


winter white. She assessed me, 
and was extremely courteous. 
She said, ‘May I help you?’ and 
I said, ‘That would be nice.’ 
Maria took us around and 
we talked about why we were 
there; I really didn’t know at the 
time why I was there.” 

Gerth had grown up riding 
for pleasure, but race horses 
were a foreign territory to her 
at that time. She and Levine 
attended the auction, and Gerth 
was charmed. It was all Levine 
could do to restrain her from 
buying a band of weanlings. 

Instead, she agreed to call 
Vorhauer for guidance. 

“I said, ‘Hi Maria. This is 
Gayle,’” says Gerth, who rarely 
misses an opportunity to poke

fun at her own naivete. “She 
said, ‘I’m terribly sorry, I don’t 
recognize the name.’ I said, 
‘Gayle Gerth ...’ She said, ‘I’m so 
embarrassed, please help me.’ I 
said, ‘The woman in white.’ She 
said, ‘Gayle! How are ya?’” 

Vorhauer advised Gerth to 
back off from weanlings and 
shop for pregnant broodmares; 
Gerth prompdy purchased 
two. 

Vorhauer took the mares 
to November Hill Farm in 
Dublin, Pa., the facility she had 
leased and operated for some 
20 years. 

“They had a couple of beau¬ 
tiful babies,” says Gerth. “Then 
I bought two more-one had a 
foal at her side. All of a sudden 
my horses are breeding like 
rabbits.” 

With the board bills begin¬ 
ning to mount up, Gerth 
decided it would be more eco¬ 
nomical to have a place of her 
own. She and Vorhauer went 
farm-shopping, with some sug¬ 
gestions from Barbara and Ron 
Rickline, owners of Xanthus 


Farms in Gettysburg, Pa. When 
they came upon the ramshackle 
property outside the rural vil¬ 
lage of Lenhartsville (picture 
an equilateral triangle, with 
Dana Point Farm at the top 
and Philadelphia Park and Penn 
National to the east and west), 
“It was like coming home,” 
Gerth says. “There’s a serenity 
here. ..” 

As to the rehabbing pro¬ 
cess-that was Maria’s task. 
“Our paddocks were so over¬ 
grown, I didn’t know we had 
run-in sheds. That’s how bad it 
was,” says Gerth, who has since 
become convinced that “there’s 
absolutely nothing Maria can’t 
do.” 

Once a dairy farm, and later 
used for show horses, the facil¬ 
ity had been vacant for several 
years when Vorhauer began to 
work her magic. 

Now, two large and airy 
barns rise up above the land¬ 
scape, each overlooking a lush 
farm pond ringed by white- 
fenced paddocks. 


The lower barn, with 13 
stalls, is a massive complex con¬ 
necting a modern farm office/ 
reception area, a 30’ by 120’ 
arena with wood chip flooring 
that doubles as a breeding shed 
and indoor training facility, a 
separate area with two stallion 
stalls, and a center aisle barn 
used for ship-in mares. 

King Construction Co. of 
New Holland, Pa., handled 
the renovation project, adding 
amenities designed by Vor¬ 
hauer, such as oak paneling 
and custom metalwork on the 
stall doors. 

The stallions Wiseman’s 
Ferry and Sir Shackleton hold 
court in the lower barn, while 
Toccet, Action This Day and 
Southern Success carry out 
their duties in the 38-stall main 
barn on a hill just above. 

Two breeding sheds make it 
easier to conduct two sessions 
a day, notes Vorhauer, who 
expects Dana Point’s horses to 
cover more than 300 mares by 
the end of the season. 


The main barn also has a 
shedrow where Dana Point’s 
youngsters receive their earliest 
training, and during the spring 
it is a busy obstetrical ward. 
Sixteen mares were due to foal 
at Dana Point this year, most 
of them belonging to Gerth 
or Vorhauer and a select few 
boarded for outside clients. 
Wall-mounted cameras in evi¬ 
dence throughout the facility 
are used for foal-watching and 
recording births-and to pro¬ 
vide a record of every breed¬ 
ing. 

Already the farm is under 
expansion-28 acres having 
recently been added to Gerth’s 
original 65-acre purchase. The 
new land will house a training 
barn and turf gallop. 

STARS OF THE SHOW 

Gerth completed the pur¬ 
chase of the farm in August 
2008, almost exacdy one 
month before the world econ¬ 
omy went into meltdown. It 
was a bad time to launch a new

Thoroughbred breeding opera¬ 
tion—anywhere but in the com¬ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania. 

Though not immune to the 
economic crisis, Pennsylvania’s 
breeding industry was still 
growing by leaps and bounds, 
its breeding fund having more 
than tripled in the two years 
since the arrival of slots. 

Vorhauer, aware that Castle- 
ton Lyons was exploring the 
possibility of relocating some 
of its stallions to Pennsylvania, 
had advised Gerth to submit an 
offer for the young Hennessy 
son Wiseman’s Ferry, a multiple 
graded winner from the family 
of major sire Bernstein (who 
stands at Castle ton Lyons). 

One visit to Dana Point, 
still a work in progress, was 
enough to seal the deal for the 
Kentucky establishment. 

“We were impressed with 
the enthusiasm of the owner, 
and Maria’s knowledge of the 
Pennsylvania market,” says 
Castle ton Lyons’s commercial 
manager, Stuart Fitzgibbon. 


“It was amazing,” says 
Gerth, describing how quickly 
her new farm took shape. 

Wiseman’s Ferry lived up to 
hopes for the 2009 season, cov¬ 
ering 57 mares. In 2010, Casde- 
ton Lyons quadrupled its Penn¬ 
sylvania contingent, sending to 
Dana Point champion Action 
This Day (by Kris S.), Sir Shack- 
leton (Miswaki) and Toccet 
(Awesome Again). 

The fifth member of the 
stallion corps, Southern Success 
(Dixieland Band), moved from 
Xanthus Farms. 

Toccet, who ranked among 
the top 10 second-year sires 
in the nation in 2009, immedi¬ 
ately became Dana Point’s star 
attraction. He received a fur¬ 
ther boost when his 4-year-old 
son Ventana won the Potrero 
Grande Handicap-G2 on April 
3, and was expected to cover 
approximately 100 mares this 
season. 

Toccet’s relocation to Dana 
Point reflects the changing 
dynamic within the stallion 


market, as Castleton Lyons’s 
Fitzgibbon points out. 

“He was doing well in Ken¬ 
tucky, but Toccet got more 
mares in Pennsylvania this sea¬ 
son than he would have down 
here,” says Fitzgibbon. “Ken¬ 
tucky has been reliant on mares 
shipping in from other states; 
a lot of owners have stopped 


sending mares to Kentucky, 
and are keeping them closer 
to home.” 

A farm functions best when 
it specializes in one thing, 
Vorhauer believes. “And right 
now, for us, the thing is stal¬ 
lions.” Although she did not 
originally conceive of Dana 
Point as a stallion station, “so

far its proved to be very posi¬ 
tive for us/ ? Vorhauer says. 

Dana Point’s stallions rep¬ 
resent a “good mix,” believes 
Vorhauer, who this season had 
one client send a dozen mares, 
patronizing all five horses. 

On a typical weekday, Vor¬ 
hauer and her crew breed five 
or six mares. Vorhauer super¬ 
vises nine full-time employees, 
keeping everyone on a strict 
schedule. Feeding and stall 
cleaning is complete by 8 a.m., 
when breeding of in-house 
mares begins. Van breeds start 
at 10, and the afternoon breed¬ 
ing session begins as the clock 
strikes 3. 

“Everything has to be 
done on time, or you can’t get 
things done.,” says Vorhauer, 
who admits that her job is all- 
consuming. “My mother asked 
when she would see me, and I 
said July 15, when the breeding 
shed closes.” 

Dana Point’s employees, 
most of whom were hired 
from the immediate area, have 
passed through Vorhauer’s rig¬ 
orous selection process, and are 
required to live on the farm. 

Jeffrey Batz serves as stal¬ 
lion manager. Operations man¬ 
ager Victor Velasquez supports 
Vorhauer in many farm tasks. 

“It took me seven months 
to get the help that I did,” says 
Vorhauer. “Now I have it set 
up so that anyone can take over 
anyone else’s duties, and know 
what to do.” 

GETTING ON TRACK 

While Gerth is the sole 
owner of Dana Point, her com¬ 
panion, Levine, has an integral 
role. 

“Maria calls him ‘Sheets,’” 
says Gerth, with a laugh. “Bob 
keeps records on every horse. 
That can be quite a challenge, 
because horses are literally 
coming in and out of this farm 
on a daily basis; it’s a fast-mov¬ 
ing business.” 

Levine estimates that 
150 horses have passed 
through the farm so far. 
His managerial skills — 
honed during a 35-year career 
in corporate America and 
as current co-owner of two 
aerospace and defense com¬ 
panies-also come into play in 


the oversight of Dana Point’s 
racing division. 

Gerth became seriously 
involved in racing in June 2009, 
when Vorhauer decided it could 
be a means of generating 
immediate cash flow for the 
operation. 

Dana Point’s runners have 
done their part, generating 
$170,000 in purse earnings 
during the first nine months, 
Levine has calculated. “And 
that was the equivalent of four 
horses, with some overlap¬ 
ping,” he says. 

Gerth’s first crop of home- 
breds-four colts and geldings 
and three fillies—is set to hit 
the track this year, beginning 
in August. They have been pre¬ 
pared by trainer Chris Gracie in 
Unionville, Pa. 

There are 14 yearlings com¬ 
ing up behind the current 
crop. 

“We have a good invento¬ 
ry and a good pipeline,” says 
Levine, while noting that a foal 
born the previous night, in mid- 
April, was their 38th horse. 

Dana Point employs a trio 
of trainers, all of whom hap¬ 
pen to be women: Murray 
Rojas (Penn National), Sharon 
Banford (Philadelphia Park) 
and Pamela Angevine (New 
England/New York). 

The all-female cast of con¬ 
ditioners was not intentional, 
says Vorhauer, who “chose 
them because I know they do 
an excellent job, and I wanted 
to introduce Gayle to those 
connections.” 

Rojas, a leading trainer at 
Penn National over the past 
several years, predicts Gerth 
will be a “force to be reckoned 
with” in the horse business in 
coming years. 

“You meet her and you think, 
‘She’s one of those blondes,’” 
says Rojas. “But Gayle is a very 
strong business woman. When 
she talks money, she knows 
what she’s talking about.” 

Vorhauer’s plan for the rac¬ 
ing division involves plucking 
broodmare prospects from the 
claiming ranks. Rarely are their 
horses risked for a claiming tag 
while racing in the Dana Point 
Farm colors. 
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The lower barn houses proven sire Wiseman’s Ferry (shown In paddock), a graded-winning son of Hennessy and Sir Shackleton, a son of Miswaki 
whose first crop comes to the races this season. Dana Point’s first commercial stallion, Wiseman’s Ferry is said to be a “perfect gentleman at all times. ” 


Dana Point’s most accom¬ 
plished runners include Queen 
of the Scene, a two-time winner 
at Philadelphia Park in 2009, 
and Bar Fly Blues, a 5-year-old 
daughter of Hold for Gold, 
who is out of one of Gerth’s 
first broodmares, Connie Bar 
(by Conquistador Cielo), A 
career earner of $162,064, Bar 
Fly Blues had back-to-back 
starter allowance wins for Dana 
Point at Philadelphia Park in 
January and February 

New to the racing stable is 
the 4-year-old Runaway Heart 
(Runaway Groom—Atrial Flut¬ 
ter, by Lear Fan), who earned a 
footnote to history when she 
helped press the pace in the 
2008 Debutante Stakes-G3 in 
which Rachel Alexandra fin¬ 
ished second. 

“Are we on our way to the 
Kentucky Derby?” Gerth asks 
rhetorically “I don’t even care. 
I just want to breed horses that 
are not going to break down. 
We don’t run our horses every 
two weeks; 21 days is the short¬ 
est and we like them to go 30. 
The thought of a horse break¬ 


ing down is almost more than I 
can stand.” 

Vorhauer admits that even 
she can overstep the bounds 
of emotional attachment with 
their horses. For Gerth, it’s 
even more of a struggle. 

“Some of my biggest mis¬ 
takes have come from not 
treating it as a business,” says 
Vorhauer. “But it’s got to be all 
business from here on in.” 

Gerth hopes to strike a bal¬ 
ance by giving her horses as 
much positive human contact 
as possible, while also allowing 
them to be race horses. Musical 
toys hang from the screen of 
the mare and foal stalls, sug¬ 
gesting the comforts of a new¬ 
born nursery. But youngsters 
are allowed plenty of time to 
romp in the fields. 

“We need to indoctrinate 
our babies so they’re not afraid 
of people,” Gerth believes. 
“The less afraid they are of 
people, the easier they will be 
to train. Even if a horse some¬ 
day ends up in bad hands, an 
easygoing horse will be less 
badly treated than a difficult 


horse. That’s the kind of insur¬ 
ance we try to establish early in 
their lives. 

“I don’t know if that will 
produce a superior athlete-our 
goal is to give each one an 
opportunity to be handled 
to find out what they can do. 
They’ll have a better chance to 
find out who they are if they’re 
easier to handle.” 

When horses are no longer 
useful, “we find loving homes 
for them,” Gerth says. ‘We will 
keep a horse here until we find 
the right place for it. And we 
never sell a horse and don’t say 
to the new owner—we’ll take 
it back. Maria wouldn’t set a 
price on a horse low enough 
that a killer would actually be 
able to make any money on 
it, anyway. She’s rescued many, 
many horses.” 

Dana Point is home to 
two Thoroughbreds who have 
reached the ripe old age of 
30, including the first brood¬ 
mare Vorhauer ever purchased. 
The stakes-winning 16-year- 
old gelding Hanover Street (by 
Carnivalay) serves as a mare 


companion and teaser. And the 
sire Spartan Victory (by Carr 
de Naskra), who moved with 
Vorhauer from November Hill, 
is semi-retired at the age of 19, 
bred this season to a few home 
mares. 

“That’s Pop,” says Gerth. 
“He calls to you, ‘Don’t pass 
me up.’ He’s a lovely horse with 
very gruff voice.” 

BUSINESS MODELS 

Gerth wasn’t born into 
the horse world, but she grew 
up in a Beverly Hills, Calif., 
household where business acu¬ 
men was much in evidence. 
Her father, Joe Benaron, was 
a major inventor and entrepre¬ 
neur of the post World War II 
era, pioneering the wide-scale 
manufacture of television sets 
(Sears Roebuck’s Silver tone 
model came from him), creat¬ 
ing box guitars and amplifiers 
for rock concerts (including 
the Beatles) and rolling out the 
Thomas organ, which became 
a fixture in many homes. Also 
a major figure in the furniture 
manufacturing trade, Benaron 
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Stall doors in both bams were designed by Maria Vorhauer to afford plenty 
of air circulation but eliminate safety concerns, especially for foals.

Still Gerth insists: “I can 
honestly say, nothing, nothing 
has been given to me. I have 
worked my entire life to build 
something.” 

She honed her own mana¬ 
gerial skills as office manager 
for the medical practice of her 
former husband, an internist/ 
cardiologist in Beverly Hills, 
and raised three children-two 
daughters and a son. Her chil¬ 
dren have grown up to be “pro¬ 
ductive members of society 
and wonderful support,” says 
Gerth, who in recent decades 
has battled several rounds of 
serious health problems. She is 
a cancer survivor of more than 
a dozen years. 

Gerth made her mark in the 
business world as the owner 
of an electronics firm, JB 
Research, that came up with a 
product line known as Relaxor. 

“We were the first to devel¬ 
op a massage chair that wasn’t 
done with rollers-a piece of 
furniture that you could be 
comfortable in, that would 
also give you a massage,” she 
explains. Gerth’s sales and mar¬ 
keting efforts led to a wide 
application of the Relaxor 
brand, which found a niche 
in offices, spas and the auto¬ 
mobile industry. She sold that 
company in 2000 and went on 
to establish Seating Solutions 
Inc., which currently contracts 
with a number of airlines. 

Gerth’s lifestyle in California 
is worlds apart from rural 
Pennsylvania. “Out there I 
have a 3,500 square-foot house 
with views of the ocean,” she 
says. “It’s dramatic, glamorous, 
gorgeous.” 

At Dana Point, she and 
Levine share a one-bedroom 
apartment that opens direct¬ 
ly onto the shedrow in the 
upper barn. Its tiny living room 
overlooks the farm pond. The 
kitchen (actually an alcove) has 
a small oven and no stove. 

“I’m happier here,” says 
Gerth, who says she spends 
probably at least six months 
a year on the farm — three 
months each in the fall and 
spring, with trips in between. 


She’s “vacillating” between 
California and Pennsylvania as 
her official residence, but says, 
“I think I’m ready to change it 
to Pennsylvania.” 

Levine, an engineer by pro¬ 
fession, maintains daily contact 
with his two firms, in Wisconsin 
and New Mexico, while arrang¬ 
ing his schedule to mesh with 
Gerth’s. 

The question as to whether 
Levine has any sort of horse 
background prompts a chortle 
from Gerth and Vorhauer. 

“Gayle loves horses and I 
love Gayle,” says Levine. “If it’s 
in support of her passion, then 
I’m happy to help.” 

The business aspects of 
the industry have also piqued 
Levine’s interest, as he explains: 
“I’ve been involved in busi¬ 
ness my entire career, running 
technical product companies, 
and I’ve never quite seen any¬ 
thing that has such fluctua¬ 
tions. Highs are very high and 
lows are very low in terms of 
valuation of assets of business. 
It makes no sense that the value 
of these horses can go through 
the roof or hit the floor.” 

The vagaries of the busi¬ 
ness are of course nothing new 
to Vorhauer, whose entire life 
has revolved around horses. 
She grew up on a 150-acre 
farm near Doyles town (Bucks 
County), Pa., where her father, 
the now-retired Quarter Horse 
trainer Chuck Vorhauer, bred 
nearly 100 horses a year. 

Vorhauer made a few forays 
into other lines of work-man¬ 
aging a five-star hotel in Atlantic 
City for a couple of years, 
and working as a recreational 
therapist in a Delaware Valley 
program for people diagnosed 
with schizophrenia. 

“But I kept coming back to 
horses,” says Vorhauer. “This 
is my forte. I’ve done every 
aspect from showing to breed¬ 
ing to racing and sales—hitting 
every avenue to see what would 
work.” 

She seems to have found a 
working combination at Dana 
Point Farm, where Gerth has 
provided the financial backing 
required to build on Vorhauer’s 
vision for a first-rate establish¬ 
ment. 0

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RACING’S 
FUTURE IS 
ON THE TABLE 






Three Mid-Atlantic states-Delaware, Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia-are set to add table games 
this summer, significantly altering the 
gaming landscape in the region and beyond

F or four race tracks sched¬ 
uled to conduct a total of 
757 racing programs in 
the heart of the Mid-Atlantic 
region this year—and for every¬ 
one else who depends on those 
tracks —the future begins this 
summer. 

Whether that future turns 
out to be sunny or grows 
cloudier in this era of constant 
challenge will be determined in 
part by the luck of the draw, 
the turn of the wheel and the 
roll of the dice. 

The advent of Las Vegas- 
style table games at Delaware 
Park, Charles Town, Philadel¬ 
phia Park and Penn National 
will probably forever change 
racing as the region has known 
it, just as video lottery termi¬ 
nals (VLTs, often referred to 
as slot machines) did in just a 
few years. 

Laws regulating table games 
and the division of revenue dif¬ 
fer by state, with Delaware and 
Charles Town (in West Virginia) 
guaranteed a small slice of 
what is expected to be a rich 
pie. But in Pennsylvania, where 
racing was blossoming under 
the far-sighted and generous 
Race Horse Development and 
Gaming Act, no funds from 
table game revenues will be 
forthcoming for purses or 
breed development. Instead, 
racing has been taxed, with the 
budget-strapped state govern¬ 
ment reaching in and taking 
millions of dollars in slots-gen- 
erated money that had been 
slated for purses and breeders 
all the way through June 2013. 

Those who are optimistic 
point out that table games are 
likely to lure more bettors to 


the tracks and thus offer the 
possibility that overall revenues 
could increase. 

“As a horseman who owns 
horses and runs partner¬ 
ships, anything that is going to 
increase purses is okay by me,” 
said Frank Vespe of Maryland, 
who is seeking to start a multi- 
media company to promote 
horse racing throughout the 
Mid-Atlantic region. “But rac¬ 
ing's long-term viability is not 
in bringing in new gambling 
options. It's in bringing in new 
fans.” 

None of the tracks involved 
is releasing projections of how 
the table games will impact 
overall business operations or 
purses. However, the formu¬ 
las even in Delaware and West 
Virginia dictate that horsemen 
who anticipate more funds 
could actually get less if table 
games cause slots play to sig¬ 
nificantly decline. 

Analysis of limited experi¬ 
ence elsewhere offers a sober¬ 
ing guideline. 

Dr. Richard Thalheimer, 
president of Thalheimer 
Research Associates in Lexing¬ 
ton, Ky., and a former profes¬ 
sor in the department of equine 
business at the University of 
Louisville, said his statistical 
studies show that pari-mutuel 
wagering declined when addi¬ 
tional forms of gambling were 
introduced at tracks. Slot 
machines can reduce racing 
handle by 20 to 40 percent. 
Furthermore, when table games 
were added at the two race 
tracks that previously retied on 
slots revenue, Prairie Meadows 
in Iowa and Mountaineer in 
West Virginia, gambling on 


slots and slots revenue to rac¬ 
ing dropped by 8 to 13 percent, 
while pari-mutuel wagering 
decreased again, by more than 
10 percent. 

Slots revenue also fell 
within the same range when 
table games were introduced 
at riverboats in Iowa, Illinois 
and Missouri, Thalheimer said, 
giving further credence to the 
analysis. 

Thus, assuming no addition¬ 
al slot machines are installed 
or other changes made, similar 
declines in slots and resulting 
revenue could be possible at 
Delaware Park, Charles Town, 
Penn National and Philadelphia 
Park. 

“The more table games are 
added, the more of an impact 
there will be on slots,” said 
Thalheimer. He also pointed 
out that with the negative influ¬ 
ence on handle that alternative 
gaming brings, racing-generated 
revenue at racinos is ever more 
“miniscule,” which threatens to 
diminish operators' desire to 
conduct the sport even though 
analyses also show that slot 
machine betting typically goes 
up when live or simulcast rac¬ 
ing is offered at the same facil¬ 
ity* 

Considering the trends and 
numbers, along with other 
declining national economic 
measures including shrinking 
handle and smaller foal crops, 
the future for racing in the Mid- 
Atlantic as well as across the 
United States is, simply, “scary,” 
Thalheimer said. Racinos devel¬ 
oped to be a savior of the sport 
are morphing into huge casino 
businesses that don't need rac¬ 
ing, and racing leaders must 


be more creative than ever for 
racing to survive. 

“What you see is the casino 
operators of the racinos are 
interested in making money 
and are less interested in the 
racing product,” Thalheimer 
observed. “Since the casino 
operators aren't interested in 
racing, the horse racing indus¬ 
try has to take the reins and 
get this product out there to 
people who can enjoy it. New 
handle has to come from the 
Internet. It's time for the horse 
racing industry to make their 
move and get with it.” 

In the meantime, the Mid- 
Atlantic region will become 
a national test zone for rac¬ 
ing's endurance as part of 
full-fledged casino operations. 
Plans and requirements, as well 
as expectations and challenges 
involved with table games, vary 
widely, as the following state- 
by-state overview shows. 

DELAWARE 

With VLTs at Delaware Park 
and two Standardbred tracks 
having enriched the tracks 
and the state of Delaware by 
more than $1 billion since they 
were installed in 1995, there 
are two vastly different schools 
of thought about how table 
games will affect racing in the 
First State. 

Delaware Park president 
Bill Fasy is among those who 
dispute Thalheimer's conclu¬ 
sion based on statistical analysis 
that the introduction of table 
games could cause slots rev¬ 
enue to decline, which in turn 
could erode purses. 

“I would challenge that. I 
believe the table games will be 
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incremental to the slots/’ Fasy 
said, adding that slots play at 
Prairie Meadows increased last 
year following completion of a 
facility expansion that had pre¬ 
viously hampered patrons. Fasy 
expects that with the addition 
of table games, planned for 
July 1, Delaware Park will enjoy 
increases across the board. 


“Table games open up a 
whole new market,” he said, 
pointing to demographic stud¬ 
ies that indicate people who 
play blackjack, poker, craps, 
roulette and other games tend 
to be younger than slots players, 
who are predominantly female 
in the 45 to 60-year-old range. 
Since there is some analysis 
involved in both handicapping 
and games such as blackjack, 
there could be a higher appeal 
for racing among the table games 
players, thus possibly exposing 
the sport to new fans. 

“I’m predicting there will 
be crossover, although what 


percentage I don’t know,” Fasy 
said. “I think there will be a 
boost to purses somewhere 
between $1.5 million and $2.5 
million in the first full year, 
with half of that amount this 
year. And I hope that will grow 
over time.” 

Owners and trainers at 
Delaware Park generally are 


optimistic about the introduc¬ 
tion of table games, but some 
may “not understand what the 
implications are,” said Bessie 
Gruwell, executive director of 
the Delaware Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association. 

“It’s very complicated,” she 
noted. “We’re not so sure table 
games will increase our rev¬ 
enue. The fact is, if they don’t 
bring in new players and gener¬ 
ate more betting, we only get 
one-half of what we get from 
slots. We just have no idea what 
it is going to bring for us. 

“Dr. Thalheimer said slot 
revenue would decrease with 


table games. If that happens, 
there’s nothing good in it for 
us,” Gruwell declared. “So, 
there are mixed emotions.” 

Horsemen at Delaware 
Park, which hosted its first race 
in 1937, negotiated from an ini¬ 
tial offer from track officials of 
no proceeds from table games 
to gain 4.5 percent of revenue, 


while the state will get 29.4 per¬ 
cent and the track will collect 
66.1 percent under the enabling 
legislation. 

Typically, table games can 
account for 20 percent to 30 
percent of a casino’s revenues, 
taking that much away from 
slots play in those facilities that 
previously did not offer table 
games. 

Overall, gaming in Delaware 
has been declining since 2007 
under fierce competition, 
according to an October 2009 
report tided “Delaware Gaming 
Market Overview” published 
by Deloitte. At the same time, 


Delaware Park purses have 
tumbled from a peak of $40.8 
million in 2002 to $24.9 million 
in 2009. 

After state lawmakers cut 
the amount from slots rev¬ 
enue slated for purses by 1 
percent last year, 9 percent 
of VLT-generated funds was 
funneled to racing, and with 
that decrease and the ongo¬ 
ing recession, horsemen have 
been under pressure on mul¬ 
tiple fronts. Revenue declined 
for the third consecutive year 
from the combined VLT oper¬ 
ations at Delaware Park and 
the two Standardbred tracks 
in 2009, dropping from a high 
of $651.7 million in 2006 to 
$564.2 million. Yet legislators 
have talked about approving 
additional casinos in the state, 
which would almost certainly 
further drain racing revenue. 

Seven days were cut from 
Delaware Park’s 2009 racing 
schedule of 116 days, which 
was down from 136 days in 
2008. Delaware is set to run 
for 116 days again this year, but 
Gruwell and Fasy both men¬ 
tioned concern about ongoing 
general economic blues that 
might discourage betting. The 
track responded to the down¬ 
turn by reducing the number of 
slot machines available for play 
from about 3,000 to 2,500. 

Delaware Park is spending 
$7.5 million to renovate its casi¬ 
no facilities on two floors and 
plans 63 tables of live games 
and 20 poker tables. About 250 
new employees will be hired to 
run the operation, Fasy said. 

But Delaware Park will not 
have the huge advantage it 
gained as a pioneer with slots. 
As Gruwell pointed out, “the 
whole Mid-Atlantic region is 
being saturated” with gam¬ 
bling. 

“How thin can you slice the 
pie?” she asked, noting that 
even casino operators in Atlan¬ 
tic City, N.J., are struggling as 
gambling, once highly restrict¬ 
ed, proliferates. She particularly 
cited Harrah’s Chester Casino 
& Racetrack—a Standardbred 
track “right up the street” in a 
nearby corner of Pennsylvania 
that also will offer table games 
this year—as having a negative 
impact on Delaware Park’s

petition for gambling dollars. 

What can get lost in gaming’s 
spiraling growth and resulting 
fallout is how important the 
equine business is to Delaware 
and the other states in ques¬ 
tion. In 2004, the Delaware 
Department of Agriculture 
determined that horses and 
related activities formed the 
second largest agribusiness 
in the state, generating $30.1 
million annually, a figure that 
Gruwell said undoubtedly has 
grown since then. 

“Delaware Park is a com¬ 
munity unto itself. There are 
1,400 horses here during the 
live meet and 500 stabled in the 
wintertime, and many people 
live here,” she said. “At the 
end of the day, more money 
is being generated for the state 
than they give us for purses.” 

Delaware Park horsemen 
also are set to receive 9.6 per¬ 
cent of revenue from sports 
betting, which could increase at 
the track if the state succeeds 
in an appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court follow¬ 
ing a federal appeals court rul¬ 
ing last year that limited such 
bets to parlay wagers. 

John Mooney, Delaware 
Park’s executive director of 
racing, said the track must 
continue to create gaming and 
entertainment options in order 
to attract more customers as 
competition grows increasingly 
stiff. 

“Horse racing has always 
had a lot of competition, but 
certainly there is far more 
today than ever, both on the 
gambling side and the enter¬ 
tainment side,” Mooney said. 
“I’m a firm believer that the 
more people you can get out 
to the racing facilities, the more 
chance you have of developing 
new fans and horse owners. 

“I don’t think it can be done 
from television,” he asserted. 
“It takes the real experience 
and excitement of seeing the 
racing in action.” 

WEST VIRGINIA 

“Exciting” and “optimistic” 
are two words Erich Zimny has 
been heating a lot these days. 
So, as the director of racing 
operations at Charles Town, 


he is looking forward to table 
games, which are tentatively set 
to open for play on July 1 at the 
facility where Thoroughbred 
racing has been conducted for 
77 years. 

“It’s an exciting time,” Zimny 
said. “Table games are an added 
amenity that are going to get 
more patrons here-and that’s 
our primary concern. And if it 
helps protect the purse money, 
then it’s beneficial.” 


Horsemen are a bit more 
guarded but also are hoping for 
the best. 

“We’re sincerely hoping 
all the claims made until the 
bill was passed and voters 
approved are true and we hope 
[table games] will increase the 
fan base that comes to Charles 
Town,” said Lenny Hale, exec¬ 
utive director of the Charles 
Town Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association. 
“We’re cautiously optimistic.” 

However, the example of 
Mountaineer Casino Racetrack 
and Resort in Chester, WVa., 


has not been inspirational. 
Voters in the Chester area 
approved table games for that 
track in 2007, whereas Charles 
Town votes rejected a simi¬ 
lar proposal that year before 
endorsing it in 2009. 

MTR Gaming Group Inc., 
which owns Mountaineer, 
reported decreases in live and 
simulcast handle in 2009 com¬ 
pared to 2008, the first full year 
of table games at the track, as 


well as declines in slots handle 
and table games revenue. Funds 
for horsemen and purses 
decreased by 16.2 percent in 
2009, the company stated in 
filings with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 

Hale said Mountaineer’s 
experience was shaped largely 
by the opening of two large 
casinos in western Pennsylvania 
that he within about an hour’s 
drive of that track. While he 
is wary about competition 
for Charles Town once slots 
are installed in Maryland, he 
believes table games will give 


his track an edge in drawing 
patrons from the metropolitan 
Washington, D.C., area. 

John McKee, a longtime 
owner, breeder and trainer as 
well as operator of Beau Ridge 
Farm about 12 miles from 
Charles Town, lobbied for table 
games as a representative of the 
West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association. 

“Obviously, we’re hoping 
that it will help a lot,” McKee 


said, predicting about $1.5 
million to $2 million or more 
annually both for purses and 
for breeder awards. 

West Virginia horsemen, like 
their colleagues in Delaware 
and Pennsylvania, also have 
been affected by state govern¬ 
ment reaching in and grab¬ 
bing money that had been ear¬ 
marked for them. Horsemen 
originally received 14 percent 
of slots revenue only to have 
that percentage cut in half 
while money was diverted to 
cover a debt in the state work¬ 
ers’ compensation fund. 
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With table games, horsemen 
have been given only 2.5 per¬ 
cent of revenue for purses and 
another 2 percent for breed¬ 
ers’ awards and therefore face 
the mathematical puzzle that if 
slots revenue goes down with 
more gaming, they could get 
less overall. However, they did 


gain legislative approval recent¬ 
ly for resumption of what is 
known as the 10-10-10 Fund, 
which had been frozen due to a 
lack of funds to sufficiently pay 
West Virginia owners, breeders 
and stallion owners bonuses 
earned by winning horses at 
Charles Town since June 2007. 
That will mean about another 
$5 million freed up for horse¬ 
men. 

McKee expressed confi¬ 
dence in Penn National Gaming 
Inc., which operates Charles 
Town and Penn National Race 
Course in Grantville, Pa. 

“I was born and raised here 
and I’ve been training here for 
41 years. I’ve seen the bad and 
the good, and I think the future 


is good,” he said. “You hear all 
this stuff that they’ll eventually 
shut down racing, but it was 
shut down when they bought 
the track. People forget that. 

“No one ever dreamed we’d 
have a $1 million race here but 
we just did,” McKee contin¬ 
ued, referring to the Charles 


Town Classic Stakes that set 
attendance and handle records 
on April 17. “I’ll give Penn 
Gaming credit—they do every¬ 
thing first class. 

“Before VLTs, we didn’t 
have one decent breeding farm 
in this area. Now we have 25 
to 30 farms,” he said. “I don’t 
know what we go to next after 
table games, but I’m going to 
ride it out.” 

Charles Town will be 
rebranded as Hollywood Casino 
at Charles Town Races, adopt¬ 
ing the same preface that Penn 
National has taken with the 
idea that “Hollywood says 
excitement,” said Charles Town 
general manager A1 Britton. 
More than 500 new employees 


will be hired, adding about 60 
percent to Charles Town’s 
workforce, while 85 table games 
of a dozen types are opened as 
well as a poker room with about 
25 tables, Britton said. 

The West Virginia Lottery 
Commission, which oversees 
VLTs and table games at race 
tracks, has predicted that slots 
revenue will rise once table 
games are launched, Britton 
noted. He suggested that more 
gaming will be beneficial to 
racing, which he said received 
a smaller share of revenue than 
it does from slots due to the 
increased labor costs involved 
with table games. 

“There had to be a cut 
in order for it to be viable; 
everyone took a ‘haircut,’” he 
said. “Even at the current rate, 
we’ll be one of the highest- 
taxed jurisdictions, as we are 
on slots.” 

The table games tax rate for 
Charles Town will be 35 per¬ 
cent, compared to 16 percent 
in Pennsylvania, 8 percent in 
Atlantic City and 6 percent in 
Las Vegas, while the track pays 
60 percent of slots revenue to 
taxes and assessments, Britton 
said. 

Yet Britton believes the tax 
and labor prices for table games 
are worth it in order to gain a 
new product that should appeal 
to a wider customer base. 

“It’s the final piece of the 
puzzle for us,” he said. “We 
think this is one of those rising 
tides that will raise all ships.” 

Others may wonder if rac¬ 
ing will survive the onslaught 
of competition. 

“My stock answer to that 
is that horse racing has sur¬ 
vived world wars, bad man¬ 
agement, bad government and 
so many other things, mostly 
because people like to bet on 
the horses,” Hale said. “It may 
take other forms than I’d like 
to see, but I’m from Maryland, 
and I know people still have a 
passion for horses, crabs and 
the Orioles. I don’t see any of 
those going away, even if the 
Orioles don’t win. People still 
want to see horses.” 

PENNSYLVANIA 

Until early this year, Penn¬ 
sylvania horsemen had been 


envisioning a day when racing 
in their state, which had been 
thriving since slots were intro¬ 
duced in 2006, might become 
the most lucrative in North 
America by average daily purse 
distribution. Then state legisla¬ 
tors reached in and scrambled 
that vision, leaving the outlook 
murky. 

Apparently bending to casi¬ 
no operators, lawmakers did 
not set aside any revenue from 
table games for racing. And to 
stave off a state financial crisis, 
they took away about $50 mil¬ 
lion in purse funds from slots 
revenue for four years through 
June 30, 2013, and more than 
$10 million targeted for the 
Thoroughbred breeding fund. 

With table games due to 
commence at Philadelphia Park 
and Penn National in mid-sum¬ 
mer, there is a sense of cautious 
uncertainty in the horsemen’s 
ranks following the brief hal¬ 
cyon period when Pennsylvania 
was envied for its programs. 

“Pennsylvania had been 
viewed throughout the country 
as the blueprint for how to 
do [alternative gaming] right. 
Because of that, we had peo¬ 
ple migrate to Pennsylvania to 
race and buy farms,” said Todd 
Mostoller, executive director of 
the Pennsylvania Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association, the group rep¬ 
resenting horsemen at Penn 
National. “When they took $50 
million out, that made people 
stop and wonder where does 
that ultimately end. The mes¬ 
sage may have a harmful effect 
on people looking to come 
here, and people who already 
have invested feel like the rug 
has been pulled out from under 
them. I receive calls regularly 
about whether [lawmakers] will 
come back and take more. 

“We’re very concerned,” he 
conceded, adding that wheth¬ 
er table games will negatively 
impact slots play and rev¬ 
enue to racing should become 
apparent in the first six months 
of operation. “While I greatly 
value Dr. Thalheimer’s posi¬ 
tion, I hope he’s wrong.” 

From the introduction of 
slots in 2006 through 2009, 
purses for Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred racing increased

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about 312 percent, but total 
wagering on racing has declined 
markedly, according to the 
Pennsylvania Gaming Control 
Board. Betting on Thorough¬ 
bred races dropped from $777.6 
million in 2006 to $588.7 mil¬ 
lion in 2009, or nearly 25 per¬ 
cent. (These figures include 
import handle and are used for 
the basis of pari-mutuel tax.) 

Mike Ballezzi, executive 
director of the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen's 
Association at Philadelphia 
Park, said that state officials' 
recent actions have given him 
a Substantial concern. . . that 
[horsemen's] funds are always 
in jeopardy. 

“Politicians can destroy an 
industry," Ballezzi said. “It's a 
struggle—it's a fight every day.” 

Four legislative leaders, two 
each in the Pennsylvania House 
and Senate who have casinos in 
their district, guided the legisla¬ 
tion in favor of casino opera¬ 
tors, he asserted. At the same 
time they set the table games 
tax rate low at 16 percent, com¬ 
pared to state slots taxation at 
55 percent, they took 34 per¬ 
cent of slots-generated purse 
money for the first six months 
of this year and 17 percent for 
the remaining period through 
June 2013. 

“[The legislation] did noth¬ 
ing to protect the horse indus¬ 
try but it did protect the casino 
industry," Ballezzi said. 

There have been two posi¬ 
tive developments for horse¬ 


men at Philadelphia Park, how¬ 
ever. Ballezzi said the number 
of slot machines at the track's 
Parx Casino will be increased 
by approximately 400 to a total 
of 4,000 and that the track has 
agreed to build 36 new barns 
over time, with four to six slated 
for this year. In responding to a 
legislated requirement that race 
track backs tretches be properly 
maintained, the track plans to 
spend about $30 million for 
improvements, he said. 

Gaming operations at the 
track in Bensalem seem to 
be thriving, with Bob Green, 
chairman of owner Greenwood 
Racing Inc., announcing in 
March that Parx—which is 
Pennsylvania's highest-grossing 
casino—would be expanded at 
a cost of $100 million to $300 
million over the next three to 
five years. 

Parx plans to offer 80 table 
games beginning in July. But 
the casino intends to nearly 
double that number to 140 
after the expansion and may 
eventually add as many as 1,000 
new employees, Green said. 

Just about 100 miles west 
of Parx, Penn National also 
is aiming for a July opening 
date with 52 table games. A 
poker room will be installed in 
a former casual dining restau¬ 
rant located next to the racing 
apron, said spokesman Fred 
Lipkin, and 439 new employees 
will be added to the payroll. 

Meanwhile, in the north¬ 
western corner of the state and 


far from the heart of Mid- 
Atlantic racing, the region's 
newest race track, Presque Isle 
Downs & Casino, plans to open 
48 table games this summer. 
MTR Gaming owns Presque 
Isle in Erie as well as Moun¬ 
taineer in West Virginia. And 
like Mountaineer, Presque Isle 
will face the challenge of com¬ 
petition since a major casino is 
planned for nearby Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

Whipped by significant 
challenges, especially from the 
political arena, and a barrage 
of competition, Pennsylvania 
horsemen have been left to 
muse on what might have been 
under the terms of original 
state plans for racing and slots. 
Generally, however, they remain 
hopeful that the future will be 
as bright as it once seemed. 

If 4,000 slot machines were 
operational and the 17 percent 
tax on purse funds was elimi¬ 
nated, Philadelphia Park purses 
would be around $400,000 a 
day during a 210-day meet, 
Ballezzi estimated. 

“That would be more than 
anywhere in the world," he 
declared, adding that the years 
ahead could fulfill the prom¬ 
ise that slots offered if there 
is no more interference with 
the Pennsylvania Race Horse 
Industry Development Fund, 
which collected $235.7 million 
from slots for Thoroughbred 
and Standardbred racing in 
2009. From that total, $188.6 


million went to purses; $18.2 
million to the Thoroughbred 
breeding fund; $19.4 million 
to the Standardbred breeding 
fund and related sires stakes 
program, and $9.4 million to 
health and pension benefits for 
horsemen. 

Mark McDermott, executive 
director of the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association, 
said he is optimistic and hopes 
that a report commissioned by 
three casinos that suggested 
table games could increase slot 
machine play turns out to be 
accurate. 

With slots revenue, Penn¬ 
sylvania breeding has grown 
into a “spectacular" program, 
he said, adding, “I foresee we 
will continue to move forward, 
both quality and quantity-wise, 
as long as revenue remains 
healthy." 

If state officials would go 
back to the original design of 
the Race Horse Development 
and Gaming Act that created 
track VLTs and end the tax 
as planned, then Pennsylvania 
racing could be strong even 
without revenue from table 
games. 

“[The Race Horse Devel¬ 
opment and Gaming Act] 
has worked. The future is still 
bright as long as we're able to 
curtail any garnishments from 
the state," Mostoller said. “I 
firmly believe Pennsylvania 
could be the pinnacle of racing 
in North America." W

Spring season 
gets off to a 
fast start 


R ound 1: Spy in the Sky. 
Round 2: Slip Away. 
Waiting to throw haymak¬ 
ers from the undercards: Arca- 
dius, Divine Fortune, Nation- 
builder and so on. 

The 2010 National Steeple¬ 
chase Association season began 
as usual with the Aiken Spring 
Races in Aiken, S.C., on March 
20 and blazed through a first 
month with 11 stops on the 


calendar by the end of April. 
Like all elements of Thorough¬ 
bred racing, the jumpers must 
deal with a new reality of fewer 
opportunities — just one Grade 1 
hurdle stakes in the spring, for 
example—but nevertheless start¬ 
ed fast with two powerhouse 
performances in major races. 

Randleston Farm’s Spy in 
the Sky jumped into the heavy¬ 
weight class with a Grade 1 


score in 2009, and took first 
run on the open stakes horses 
in 2010. He won the $75,000 
Carolina Cup-NSA2 at Cam¬ 
den, S.C., on March 27. Glued 
to the inside under Paddy 
Young, the 6-year-old chestnut 
ran down Major Malibu just 
after the last fence and won by 
five lengths for trainer Jimmy 
Day. Based in Virginia, Day 
dealt with the blizzards of win¬ 
ter but produced a fit and fresh 
horse at Camden. 

The 2009 New York Turf 
Writers Cup-NS A1 winner 
rated kindly off the pace set by 
an upset-minded Major Malibu 
and outran all the closers. Divine 
Fortune rallied late for second 
over Major Malibu, but was 
no match for the winner, who 
covered the two and a quarter 
miles over Camden’s natural 
brush fences in 4:27.20. 

“He jumped like a bunny,” 
Young said. “Major Malibu was 


clear going to the second-last, 
but I thought I was always 
going to get him. He’s a fantas¬ 
tic little jumper, so he is. He’s 
not very big, but he has lots of 
scope.” 

Young learned a little about 
his mount in the Colonial 
Cup over the same course last 
November, and put it to good 
use in his second spin while 
subbing for the injured Liam 
Me Vicar. Before the Colonial 
Cup, Day and Me Vicar cau¬ 
tioned Young that Spy in the 
Sky did not appreciate being 
inside horses. Young listened 
and launched a bid around 
horses late in the race. 

“I went back and watched 
the video and I was embarrassed 
and disgusted with myself,” 
said Young, who wound up 
finishing eighth behind even¬ 
tual champion Mixed Up. “He 
was traveling great down on 
the inner, but I had it in my

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head that I had to get out 
because they said he didn’t like 
being crowded by other horses. 
I could have ridden him better. 
He might not have won, but it 
could have gone better.” 

In 2010, over the same 
course, Spy in the Sky stayed 
comfortable inside and drove 
through on the rail in the stretch 
to get his fourth career steeple¬ 
chase win. The son of Thunder 
Gulch warmed up for the race 
with a flat start at Piedmont 
point-to-point on March 20 
and stayed calm at Camden 
with help from cotton placed in 
his ears by Day’s team. 

“He was a lot more relaxed 
in his stall today than I’ve ever 
seen him and I’ve paid attention 
to him,” said Young. “Jimmy 
had him spot on and he was 
ready to run his race.” 

Three weeks after Camden, 
the $50,000 Temple Gwath- 
mey-NSA3 beckoned for the 


open stakes horses. Run on 
April 17 at Glenwood Park 
in Middleburg, Va., the his¬ 
toric race lured 2009 champion 
Mixed Up (off a flat prep at 
Camden), Spy in the Sky, Slip 
Away and three others. 

The two and a half-miler 
ended early. 

Ken and Sarah Ramsey’s 
frontrunning dynamo Slip Away 
(Xavier Aizpuru) barreled to 
the front immediately and used 
the rolling course to his advan¬ 
tage. Dynantonia gave chase 
briefly, but faded. Spy in the 
Sky couldn’t make an impact. 
Ditto for Mixed Up. Slip Away 
kept running and jumping and 
led by a dozen lengths com¬ 
ing to the last fence. Worn 
out from his efforts but still in 
control, he blasted on to win by 
nearly nine lengths. Trained by 
Tom Voss, the gray son of Skip 
Away added to a remarkable 
career that includes nine wins 


(everything from a $15,000 
claimer to three stakes). He 
won’t ever be considered grace¬ 
ful, but he does it his way—on 
the lead playing daredevil. 

Unraced on the flat, Slip 
Away broke his maiden in May 
2008 but ran a couple of dull 
races that summer and dipped 
into the claiming ranks. Ramsey 
risked the gray for $10,000 
that September (a second at 
Foxfield), but has been reward¬ 
ed with eight wins since. 

“We’ve won a lot of races 
with that horse,” said Voss. 
“He’s not that good. Terrible 
mover, but he doesn’t slow 
down. He’s only got one way, 
that’s it. He’s going to run as 
fast as he can. Without being a 
really good horse, he’s a good 
horse. He’s never going to win 
that good Grade 1, but he’ll 
win everything else.” 

The Glenwood course suits 
Slip Away’s skill set perfectly, 


but Aizpuru still dealt with 
some anxious moments thanks 
to the early company from 
Dynantonia. 

“The cool thing about this 
horse is he never knows when 
to quit,” said the jockey. “When 
he wins his races he really grinds 
the competition down.” 

THE REST OF 
THE STORY 

Aiken’s season-opening card 
featured the restricted Imperial 
Cup and showcased the ups 
and downs (literally and figura¬ 
tively) of jump racing. Silverton 
Hill’s Torlundy, prepared by the 
husband/wife, jockey/trainer 
combination of Paddy and 
Leslie Young, upset more sea¬ 
soned foes but also exited the 
course with a tendon injury and 
will miss considerable time. 

“It was so exciting watching 
him coming down the stretch.

Then Tm waiting for the horses 
to come back and Paddy's com¬ 
ing back really slowly” said 
Leslie Young. You know when 
you have that feeling in the pit 
of your gut—it was definitely 
heartbreaking.” 

Like many steeplechasers, 
Torlundy should be able to race 
again with time to heal. The 
son of Monarchos broke his 
maiden over jumps as a 4-year- 
old in 2009 and closed the 
year with back-to-back stakes 
placings. He went to Aiken 
with experience questions, but 
answered them all to outrun 
veterans Swagger Stick and Ser¬ 
mon of Love. Torlundy scored 
by three-quarters of a length in 
3:40.80 for the two miles. 

“Considering that was just 
his fourth run [over jumps], 
he never missed a fence,” said 


Paddy Young. “From day one, 
he wanted to do it.” 

The Youngs helped Silverton 
Hill owners Tommy and Bonnie 
Hamilton (far better known in 
the flat world with a 1,500-acre 
farm in Springfield, Ky., and a 
2007 Blue Grass Stakes-Gl win 
with Dominican) turn to stee¬ 
plechasing with a few horses. 
Torlundy exited some flat starts 
at Charles Town before moving 
to jumps last year. 

“He deserved to win some 
kind of stakes and it was great 
for the Hamiltons; they've been 
very supportive of us,” said 
Leslie Young. “It's a whole 
new thing for them. They were 
delighted and bummed out. 
He's a nice little horse. Hope¬ 
fully he'll have another day.” 

Novice hurdlers took their 
spot in the ring on April 24 


at die Queen's Cup in Mineral 
Springs, N.C. Part of a four- 
meet weekend with Foxfield, 
Adanta and the Maryland 
Hunt Cup, the Queen's Cup 
increased its total purse struc¬ 
ture to $100,000, including the 
featured Queen's Cup MPC 
Chase at $50,000. 

The starting field of six, 
after the scratch of 2009 divi¬ 
sion champion Left Unsaid, 
looked wide open and turned 
out that way. Best Alibi (Ire) led 
over the first fence, but ducked 
off course at the second and 
went through the wing to hand 
off the pacemaking duties to 
Here Comes Art. That one 
showed the way for the next 
two miles, but had plenty of 
company turning for home. 

Saratoga winner You the 
Man held second with Nation- 
builder advancing alongside 
Ambersham. Rated at the back 
of the compact field for two 
miles, Nationbuilder (Danielle 
Hodsdon) rallied stoutly in the 
stretch to catch Here Comes 
Art and score by one and a half 
lengths for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. The winner covered 
the two and a quarter miles in 
4:21.40 while scoring for the 
second time over jumps. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
steeplechase stalwart Augus¬ 
tin Stable, Nationbuilder was 
sold to Sheppard client Cal¬ 
vin Houghland as part of an 
Augustin cutback. Nation¬ 
builder won once in eight starts 
in 2009 for Houghland, who 
passed away late in the year. 
Now owned by Houghland's 
widow, Mary Ann, the son of 
Came Home hadn't run since 
October and responded to the 
freshening. 

“He's been more content 
with himself since we moved 
down to Camden this spring,” 
said Hodsdon, a chief assistant 
to Sheppard. “The last month 
he's been more confident in 
everything he does. For us, as a 
big stable, he's in the middle or 
not quite the best we have, but 
he's very honest and he's run 
some very good races for us.” 


Hodsdon changed tactics 
by convincing her horse, who 
did most of his work near the 
front in 2009, to rate early and 
make a strong stretch run. The 
jockey credited the fast pace 
with making that job easier. 

“There was loads of speed, 
but there needs to be that much 
pace for him to back off,” she 
said. “He wants to be right up 
there. I thought I might be able 
to settle him in and he was 
great. He dropped his head 
and relaxed, conserved himself. 
That's a nice feeling to have.” 

Hodsdon collected her 
100th career steeplechase win 
with the Queen's Cup score. 
She is the 36th jockey to reach 
the milestone and joins Blythe 
Miller Davies as the second 
woman to hit the century 
mark. 

“When I started riding I 
never would have thought I'd 
have gotten 100 wins,” said 
Hodsdon, whose first mount 
came in 2000. “It doesn't feel 
like I've been riding that long.” 

Hodsdon won the NS A 
jockey championship in 2006 
and has ridden a string of qual¬ 
ity horses for Sheppard, includ¬ 
ing 2009 champion Mixed Up. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

South Carolina-based 
owner/trainer Dave Washer 
produced two wins with veter¬ 
an runner Junood, who scored 
in a conditioned claimer at 
Aiken on March 20 and an 
open claimer at Block House 
on April 17 (via disqualifica¬ 
tion). The son of Cozzene 
improved to 4-for-10 over 
jumps. . . Italian Wedding, 
owned, trained and bred by 
Jonathan Sheppard, joined 
Junood as a two-time winner 
early in the year. The son of 
Alphabet Soup broke his maid¬ 
en at Aiken and followed that 
with an allowance score at 
Stoneybrook on April 3. . . 
Hudson River Farms's Arcadius 
(a $500,000 yearling purchase) 
won a $30,000 allowance hurdle 
at the Carolina Cup meet to 
make his claim as a future stakes 
horse. Trained by Jonathan 
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Sheppard, the 6-year-old son 
of Giant's Causeway won for 
the third time over jumps. . . 
Bill Pape's Divine Fortune won 
his first race since 2007 when 
he collected the $25,000 allow¬ 
ance hurdle feature at Block 
House on April 17. Trained by 
Jonathan Sheppard, the son of 
Royal Anthem looked like a 
budding star with three victo¬ 
ries during his 4-year-old sea¬ 
son before missing time with 
an injury. Now 7, he finished 
second in the Carolina Cup 
before getting the victory in a 
race Mixed Up won in 2009. . . 
Dogwood Stable got back in 
the steeplechase game with a 
maiden hurdle score by Prince 
Rahy at Adanta on April 24. . . 
The filly/mare division looked 
strong based on early wins by 
Make Believe (Pape and Shep¬ 
pard) and Ptarmigan (Maggie 
Bryant and Doug Fout). The 
latter won her first two starts 
of the year by a combined 25 


lengths. . . The season was typi¬ 
cally full of solid performances 
by Mid-Adantic-bred horses, 
including winners Across the 
Sky (Grand National Timber 
S), Fleeting Thunder, Seeyouat- 
theevent and Twill Do (Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup) (Maryland); 
Divine Fortune, Make Believe, 
Nationbuilder (Queen's Cup 
MPC Chase), Ptarmigan, 
Sparkled and Take Harry 
(Pennsylvania); and News Flash 
and Triplekin (Virginia). #

RACING ACTION 
SHIFTS TO 
PIMLICO FROM 
LAUREL PARK

T he annual changing of 
the guard in Maryland 
occurred in April as the 
long Laurel Park winter meet 
wound to a close and the 
Pimlico spring meet began. 

The 15-week Laurel Park 
winter meeting ended on April 
10 with new faces atop the 
leader board as 40-year-old 
Frederick, Md., native Chris 
Grove secured his first train¬ 
ing title, his 27 victories edging 
perennial leader Scott Lake by 
two wins. 

Grove won five stakes, 
including the Barbara Fritchie 
and General George Handicaps 
(both Grade 2) on February 
15 with Sweet Goodbye and 
Greenspring, in the midst of 
his tide run. 

“When you lose nice horses 
like Silmaril and Lexi Star 
[Grove's one-time stars now 
retired to the breeding shed], 
you're not sure if you can 
replace them, but we've got 
good horses and good owners, 
which makes a big difference,” 
Grove said. “As the meet went 
along, we could see we had a 
chance. The best part is that 
we’re doing it by winning stakes 
and allowance races, not just 
claimers.” 

Nationally prominent Dog¬ 
wood Stable benefited from 
Grove's hot hand by winning 
an optional claimer with Phil¬ 
harmonic on April 7, and an 
allowance the following day 
with Blackberry Road, a mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes-placed run¬ 
ner who once had a dalliance 
on the Triple Crown trail. 

Lake's main clients, Ben 
Mondello and Adam Russo, 
topped the owners' standings, 



winning 11 races, two more 
than Paula and Tom Haughey's 
Charlottesville, Va.-based PTK 
LLC. 

Erick Rodriguez took the 
leading jockey tide. Rodriguez 
topped the standings with 55 
victories, 20 more than Harry 
Vega. Rodriguez won at a 24.7 
percent rate during the meet. 

Spring has sprung when 
2-year-olds make the program 
at Laurel. The annual tradi¬ 
tion of the Salzman prowess 
in the division continued when 
John Salzman Jr. scored with 
Twelve Pack Shelly on April 
8. She romped to a 10%-length 
victory in 50.83 seconds, deci¬ 
mating the course record by 
more than a second. 

Salzman trained Gator 
Prowl, who owned the previ¬ 


ous record, set when she won 
the first 2-year-old race of 2009 
in :52.11, breaking a 45-year- 
old record at the distance. 

The Salzman family (John 
Sr., Tim and John Jr.) has won 
nine out of the past 11 juvenile 
openers in Maryland. 

“We buy at Timonium, 
always looking for this kind 
of horse,” Salzman said. “She's 
freaky fast; we liked her from 
day one when we bought her. 
She looks just like Gator Prowl, 
who looks just like Xtra Heat: 
small, runs down hill, big ass 
on her and all business. We buy 
horses just for this race.” 

The daughter of first-year 
sire Deputy Storm beat stable- 
mate Happy them an, and four 
others, including two trained by 
Tim Salzman. 


Making the day still more 
unforgettable, the Salzman 
brothers swept the first three 
races on the April 8 card. Tim 
saddled Ray Pennington's 
Remember Shirley for the 
second and John dispatched 
Mohan Enterprises Inc.'s 
Scotchontherocks to win the 
third. 

John Salzman Sr. trained 
and co-owned Xtra Heat, the 
Eclipse Award-winning 3-year- 
old filly in 2001. She retired 
with 25 stakes victories and 
nearly $2.4 million in earnings. 

All Giving kept on giving 
when returning for her 6-year- 
old season. 

The champion Maryland- 
bred older female of 2009, from 
the final crop of the late great 
Maryland sire Allen's Prospect, 
All Giving finished third in her 
season's debut, Laurel's Con¬ 
triver Stakes on March 13, then 
returned to score in the $70,000 
Prim one tta Stakes on April 3. 
Owned by Concepts Unlimited 
Stable and Catherine J. Smith, 
All Giving won for the seventh 
g time at Laurel. Trained by Flint 
| Stites, she won three stakes in 
W, 2009, with her most recent vic¬ 
tory coming in the Maryland 
Million Distaff Handicap last 
September. 

All Giving and jockey Hora- 
cio Karamanos teamed up 
for a two and three-quarter- 
length victory in the Prim- 
onetta, completing six furlongs 
in 1:09.55 over a fast main 
track. All Giving stalked the 
leaders before rolling to defeat 
Streets cape and longshot What 
Time It Is. 

Bred by Morris Balser's 
Baywood LLC and sold twice 
at Timonium-for $19,000 as a 
yearling and $75,000 as a 2-year- 
old—All Giving has career 
earnings of $555,685. 

Trainer Gary Capuano 
waited out a long winter with 
My Main Starr, but the 
5-year-old daughter of Deputy 
Commander made up for a 
laborious dirt stand with a win 
in the grassy $50,000 Dahlia 
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Stakes, the April 10 closing day 
feature at Laurel Park. 

My Main Starr improved 
her turf record to 2-for-2. 

Horacio Karamanos, mak¬ 
ing up for time lost during a 
stint in Argentina, guided the 
winner, who bested Fareena, a 
12-1 shot for Fair Hill-based 
Fenneka Bentley, by a length 
and a quarter. Sales Tax fin¬ 
ished third. 

Co-owned by Capuano and 
Larry Fowler, My Main Starr 
finished third in the Maryland 
Racing Media Stakes back in 
February after Capuano abort¬ 
ed a plan to send her to Florida 
for the winter. 

My Main Starr won her turf 
debut, at 30-1, last October at 
Laurel. She’s won seven career 
races for $240,907 in earnings. 

Owner/breeder Richard 
Blue Jr. and trainer Ann Merry- 
man reaped the rewards of a 
home breeding program when 
winning a maiden turf with 
Sneaky Lil on April 10. 

Never off the board in nine 
previous starts, the 4-year-old 
filly rallied from fourth to draw 
away to a three-length score as 
the even-money favorite. Grant 
Whitacre guided the Maryland- 
bred, who traces back several 
decades for Blue. 

Sneaky Lil is out of Sneaks, 
who won two stakes and 
earned $154,460 for Blue and 
Merryman. Sneaks was sired by 
Blue’s multiple stakes-winning 
homebred Root Boy. 

Sneaky Lil contributed one 
of three wins for her sire, 
Maryland-based Louis Qua- 
torze, on die closing-day card. 
In addition, owner/breeder 
William Harris and trainer 
Grove picked up a maiden 
claimer with Night Q and a 
maiden special weight with the 
3-year-old colt Breezy Boy, 
who is out of a half-sister to 
stable star Sweet Goodbye (by 
Louis Quatorze). 

Ann Merryman’s brother 
Edwin Merryman sent out the 
top two finishers in a 12-horse 
field on April 7. FTis entry of 
Lost Letters and Little Miss- 


grizzly rallied from mid-pack in 
a maiden claimer on the turf to 
take the top prizes. Maryland- 
bred Lost Letters (by Alphabet 
Soup), a 4-year-old bred by Elk 
Manor Farm and owned by 
Elk Manor’s Matthew Moran, 
bested her year-younger entry- 
mate by a length and a quarter 
under Joe Rocco Jr. Sent off as 
second choice, the entry exited 
dirt starts in March to pounce 
on the early turf opportunity. 

Owner/ trainer Donnie 
Krone lit up the toteboard on 
April 10 with Dale’s Honey, 
who shocked nine rivals in the 
nightcap. The son of Winning 
Bid held on to win by a head 
after being in front by as many 
as five lengths early in the race. 
He paid a cool $88.40 for a $2 
win wager. Malcolm Franklin 
guided the frontrunner to vic¬ 
tory. 

♦ 

A crowd of 9,191 turned 
out in brisk weather conditions 
for the opening day of Pimlico, 
on April 17. 

It was a bittersweet occasion 
for many, as the Maryland rac¬ 
ing community took that day 
to bid a final farewell to for¬ 
mer Pimlico general manager 
Chick Lang. 

Lang, who passed away 
March 18 at the age of 83, 
had expressed his wishes to be 
cremated and to have his ashes 
circle on horseback around 
the Pimlico track and then be 
spread in the Preakness win¬ 
ner’s circle near the cupola. 

Jockey Ryan Fogelsonger 
carried out the first part, which 


was followed by a ceremony 
in the winner’s circle with a 
five-minute video tribute pro¬ 
duced by the Lang family and 
displayed on the Lumatron 
board. 

“Dad would have loved 
today,” said Lang’s daughter, 
Debi Tessier. “Opening day at 
Pimlico was his second favor¬ 
ite day of the year. He did 
not want a funeral. This was 
his church. He believed that 
you lived your religion by being 
good to other people and I 
think that was evidenced today 
by the people who came and 
what they shared.” 

The day’s featured $70,000 
Henry S. Clark Stakes went to 
Robert Gerczak and Kaygar 
Stable’s Baltimore Bob, 
a 5-year-old who seized the 
opportunity for his first stakes 
victory after going to the post 
as 4-5 favorite in the one-mile 
test on the firm turf. 

Baltimore Bob outfinished 
longs hot Crimson Comic to 
score by a half length in 1:35.39. 
Rockaby Bay was two and a 
half lengths back in third. 

Baltimore Bob continued 
the remarkable comeback of 
trainer J.B. Secor, whose career 
was languishing before long- 
time Maryland trainer Carlos 
Garcia tapped him to take over 
his stable upon his retirement 
this past January. Garcia co¬ 
owns Baltimore Bob as part 
of Kaygar Stable and is now 
a jockey’s agent. He books 
mounts for Vladimir Diaz, who 
rode Baltimore Bob to victory 
in the stakes. 


Secor won the Wide Country 
Stakes at Laurel Park in March 
with Jim’s Prospect, another 
horse previously trained by 
Garcia. 

“I hadn’t won two stakes 
in 20 years and now I win two 
stakes in two months,” said 
Secor. “I like it much better 
this way.” 

A Maryland-bred son of 
Malibu Moon out of stakes- 
placed Gabby’s Love (by Perkin 
Warbeck), Baltimore Bob had 
been knocking on the door the 
past three years in search of his 
first stakes win. As a 3-year-old, 
he was second in the Find and 
Humphrey S. Finney Stakes at 
Laurel. He finished third in 
the 2009 Kitten’s Joy Stakes at 
Colonial Downs. 

Turned over to trainer 
Helen Pitts last fall, he tackled 
graded company, and hit the 
board twice with thirds in the 
Grade 3 John B. Connally Turf 
and Fair Grounds Handicaps. 
In getting his seventh career 
victory, Baltimore Bob upped 
his earnings to $226,880 from 
23 starts. 

Owner/trainer Carl Doran 
earned another check from 
Y’er Man when the 4-year-old 
son of Great Notion walloped 
$20,000 claimers on April 25 
at Pimlico. The Maryland-bred 
4-year-old drew off to win by 
seven lengths. 

Doran, an Irish native, came 
to the U.S. in 2004 and start¬ 
ed working for trainer Chuck 
Lawrence at Fair Hill Training 
Center in 2006. Doran rode a 
few jump races, trained a few 
on the side and still wears many 
hats. 

“I gotinto racing because of 
my father and my brother and 
their love of racing,” Doran 
said. “Chuck has taught me a 
lot about American racing. My 
fiancee and I have a breaking 
business in Churchville [Md.]. 
Y’er Man came to us as an 
unbroken 2-year-old in the 
spring of 2008 and has been 
with us ever since.” 

Northview Stallion Station 
sent Y’er Man to Doran. The 
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gelding broke his maiden on 
the turf by eight and a half 
lengths at Philadelphia Park in 
June 2009. He has been third 
or better in each of his last 
four starts. 

“Hopefully his achieve¬ 
ments are heading me towards 
a successful career/’ Doran 
said. “For that, I can’t thank the 
horse enough.” 

The Virginia Tech Founda¬ 
tion breeding program enjoyed 


a stellar April. The Middleburg- 
based operation produced 
Charles Town Classic winner 
Researcher and added to its 
record when Over the Lea 
took a maiden claimer on the 
turf on April 22 for owner/ 
trainer Don Yovanovich. 

The 4-year-old Meadow 
Monster filly skipped to a 
length and a quarter win over 
first-time starter Lady Wolf, 
who closed ground impressive¬ 


ly for Bonita Farm and Pieces 
of Eight Stable. 

Based in Middleburg, Yova¬ 
novich rested Over the Lea 
over the winter, and sharpened 
her with victories in three flat 
races at the Virginia point-to- 
points, then produced a fresh 
horse to pounce under veteran 
Alberto Delgado. 

Owner/ trainers dominat¬ 
ed an allowance on April 24 
when the first four places were 


swept by dual licensees. Crystal 
Pickett sent out Lite Up the 
Nite, who wired eight rivals 
going five furlongs on the turf. 
Robert Gamber finished sec¬ 
ond with I Can Do It, Gerald 
Brooks collected a third with 
Shananie’s Honor, and Charles 
Assimakopoulos rounded out 
the owner/trainer superfecta 
when Macho Chick closed for 
fourth. 


PHILADELPHIA 
PARK TRAINER 
BILL MCCARTHY 
FULFILLS 
LONG-HELD 
DREAM

T he saying that good things 
come to those who wait 
turned out to be true for 
Bill McCarthy, who saddled 
his 4-year-old homebred Celtic 
Storm to a maiden-breaking 
victory on April 6. 

Celtic Storm took a while 
to get to the races, but in his 
first two starts he bankrolled 
$42,800-more than McCarthy 
had invested in him since the 
day he was born. 

Risked for a $40,000 
claiming tag in his debut at 
Philadelphia Park last February, 
the Pennsylvania-bred gave a 
good account of himself when 
finishing second. 

He reappeared in maiden 
special weight company and 
got the job done, scoring by a 
length and three-quarters, stop¬ 
ping the timer after five and a 
half furlongs in 1:06.03. 

“I dreamed about a day 
like this,” said McCarthy, who 


pocketed the winner’s share of 
the purse, plus the breeder’s 
and owner’s bonus. 

Celtic Storm is out of 
McCarthy’s Devil’s Bag mare 
Not for Long, and was sired by 
the late Storm Boot, a stakes- 
placed son of Storm Cat whom 
McCarthy also trained. Storm 
Boot had a very successful 
career at stud, siring to date 
nearly 60 stakes winners, before 
his death at age 18 in 2007. 

A series of setbacks made 
one wonder whether Celtic 
Storm would ever make it to 
the races. 

“He had a paddock accident 
as a yearling,” said McCarthy. 
“He went through a fence and 
ripped his back leg apart. When 
we finally got him going as 
a 2-year-old, his shins started 
bugging him, and we had to 
back off. Then, in the spring of 
his 3-year-old year, he suffered 
a hairline crack in the coffin 
bone of his left front foot. 
Quite frankly, by that point I 
was considering selling him as a 
show horse, since he’s a grand¬ 
looking animal.” 

McCarthy decided to per¬ 
severe, especially since he had 
invested so much time and 
money. 

“He actually was ready to 
run in December, but races 
wouldn’t go,” said McCarthy. 
“I thought he ran big in his 
first race, and galloped out 
strongly.” 

McCarthy has been a breed¬ 
er on a small scale for many 
years, with his best homebred 


being $113,757-earner Secret 
Formula. 

Celtic Storm is the first foal 
out of Not for Long. The mare 
has a 3-year-old by Storm Boot 
named Trebuchet who has yet 
to start, and also a yearling filly 
by Pies Prospect named Sister 
Judy, whom McCarthy said was 
born on his birthday (March 28) 
and was named after a Roman 
Catholic nun. Not for Long 
was bred this year to Toccet, 
who stands at Dana Point Farm 
in Lenhartsville, Pa. 

In winning her third career 
race on April 17, Eliott Krems’s 
4-year-old Power by Far filly 
Shezoutahere moved close to 
the $100,000 earnings mark. 
The $19,320 she picked up for 
the victory in the seven-fur¬ 
long starter allowance, which 
she took by three and a half 
lengths at odds of 15-1, raised 
her bankroll to $94,598 from 
17 starts. 

It was not unexpected that 
Shezoutahere would be a solid 
campaigner. Both her dam, 
stakes-placed Mystique Flight, 
and her granddam, Flight 
North, made more than 100 
starts, and Mystique Flight 
raced until age 10. 

Mystique Flight, a daugh¬ 
ter of the obscure sire D. C. 
Tenacious (who is represent¬ 
ed by only 50 foals of rac¬ 
ing age), was campaigned by 
trainer Andrea Gonzalez in the 
latter portion of her career. 
She was retired after her 108th 
start. Shezoutahere, whose sire 
Power by Far stands at Castle 


Rock Farm in West Chester, 
Pa., is her second foal. 

“She got her name from [late 
Philadelphia Phillies announc¬ 
er] Harry Kalas, who always 
used to say, ‘Outta here,’” said 
Gonzalez. 

Shezoutahere made her first 
start for Gonzalez and owner 
Longball Stables LLC and 
Knable Stable but was claimed 
out of that debut for $25,000 
by trainer Keith LeBarron and 
owner Vince Campanella. Two 
races later, she changed hands 
again, getting haltered for the 
same price by trainer Scott 
Lake for current owner Krems. 
Shezoutahere is now trained by 
Diane Day. 

My Elusive Star brought 
back memories of Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred classic winner 
Smarty Jones while breaking 
his maiden on April 12-as 
Smarty’s breeder, owner, train¬ 
er and sire were all represented 
in the winner’s circle. 

My Elusive Star was bred and 
owned by Someday Farm, sta¬ 
ble name of Patricia Chapman. 
The 3-year-old Elusive Quality 
colt is out of Chapman’s Seattle 
Slew mare Shootforthestars. 

Trainer John Servis sent 
out My Elusive Star to gallop 
home a nearly five-length win¬ 
ner as the even-money choice 
in his maiden-breaker, timed 
in 1:16.88 for six and a half 
furlongs. 

There’s an adage about bet¬ 
ting a gray horse in the slop, 
and bettors who bought into it 
cashed an $8 ticket on Buddy’s 
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Song in an allowance race on 
April 26. 

The gray/roan 4-year-old 
colt by Unbridled's Song domi¬ 
nated four rivals in the six and a 
half-furlong contest, powering 
home by eight and a quarter 
lengths in the quick time of 
1:15.23. 

It was the second lifetime 
victory for Buddy's Song, who 
is owned by Kingfield Stables 
and trained by Bruce Levine. 
He has earned $92,110. 

Buddy's Song was bred in 
Kentucky by Pennsylvania- 
based horsepeople Roy and 
Gretchen Jackson, who gained 
national fame with their home¬ 
bred Kentucky Derby winner 
Barbaro. 

In the name of their Lael 
Stable, the Jacksons purchased 
Buddy's Song's dam, the top- 
class race mare Summer Wind 
Dancer (by Siberian Summer), 
for $650,000 at the 2005 


Keeneland November sale, 
with Buddy's Song in utero. 

Summer Wind Dancer 
counted the 2004 running of 
the Delaware Handicap-G2 
among her 13 stakes wins and 
placings; her earnings totaled 
$898,762. 

Veteran campaigner and 
multiple stakes winner Banjo 
Picker was retired in April. 
Owned by Danny Limongelli 
and trained by Steve Krebs, 
who claimed the gelded son of 
Swear by Dixie for $15,000 on 
August 21, 2004, the 10-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred made 52 
starts, logging 16 wins, eight 
seconds, and seven thirds, for 
earnings $648,865. In seven 
seasons of racing, he cap¬ 
tured six stakes, including the 
2005 edition of the Gravesend 
Handicap-G3, and amassed 
breeder's bonuses that helped 
to boost his breeder, Elizabeth 
Houghton, to the top of the 


Pennsylvania Breeding Fund 
charts. 

“He always tried hard, and 
we thought it was time to retire 
him," said Krebs. 

Philadelphia Park's main 
track was closed for a mainte¬ 
nance break on April 20 and 
21, during the Atlantic City 


meet. When racing resumed 
on April 25, the leading trainer 
was Juan Carlos Guerrero, 
who held a one-win lead over 
Ed Auwarter. The leading jock¬ 
ey was Frankie Pennington, 
who was nine wins ahead of 
Kendrick Carmouche. ^

NEVE IS 4-F0R-4

T empesta Di Neve came 
close to breaking the five 
and a half-furlong track 
record on April 21, capturing 
an optional claiming event in 
1:02.79 —a mere l/100th of a 
second off the mark set by Just 
Don on August 27, 2009. 

The 4-year-old son of Snow 
Ridge went off as the second 
choice in the six-horse field 
and seized the lead from the 
start, but immediately engaged 
in a race-long battle with Local 
Celebrity. The pair ding-donged 
it all the way to the wire, with 
Tempesta Di Neve sticking his 
head in front in the final stride. 

“He really has a great heart/’ 
said winning rider David Cora. 
“And he’s 4-for-4 this year—you 
can’t beat that.” 

Owned by Ronald Ulrich 
and trained by Timothy Kreiser, 
Tempesta Di Neve is the win- 
ningest horse at Penn National 
and has earned $81,000 so far 
this year. 


Also sporting a perfect 
2010 mark is My Friend Nev, 
who has three starts and three 
wins for owner Midwest Thor¬ 
oughbreds and trainer Jamie 
Ness. 

Maine Ingredient, a 
3-year-old son of Devil His 
Due, broke his maiden on April 
17 after a thrilling stretch run 
that saw him lose the lead, 
and then battle back to post a 
length decision under jockey 
Hiram Rivera. 

Sent off the odds-on favor¬ 
ite in the one mile, 70-yard spe¬ 
cial weight for Pennsylvania- 
breds, Maine Ingredient had 
finished second in his most 
recent start at his home base 
at Philadelphia Park for trainer 
Ned Allard. 

Maine Ingredient was bred 
by Dale Schilling and Ellen Lea, 
who campaign him under the 
stable name Ellendale Racing. 
He is out of the winning Press 
Card mare Annie Fitch, who is 
a half-sister to Russian cham¬ 
pion Moon Thistle and stakes 
winner Pocomoonshine. 

Schilling, a director of the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association, is an equine veteri¬ 
narian in Bucks County, Pa. 

Trainer Stephanie Beattie 
had three wins on the nine-race 
card on April 17. Her skein 
included an allowance victory 
with Clashing Colors, whom 


she co-owns with Donald L. 
Brown Jr. 

The 5-year-old Clashing 
Colors (by Knockadoon) sur¬ 
vived a bumpy start and 
unleashed a big move in mid¬ 
stretch to take command and 
flash under the wire two lengths 
in front of runner-up Sunshine 
Brother. Ridden by Dana 
Whitney, he was timed in a 
swift 1:09.94 for the six fur¬ 
longs. 

Clashing Colors was bred in 
Pennsylvania by Helen Stearns, 
who owns Justaplain Farm 
in Cochranville, Pa., with her 
daughter, Gert. Knockadoon, 
a graded stakes-winning son 
of Dixieland Band, stands at 
Justaplain—a farm best known 
for its specialty of caring for 
orphaned foals. 

Trainer Eddie Colletti Jr. 
and jockey Joe Hampshire Jr. 
made the two-hour trip from 
Philadelphia Park to Penn 
National the night of April 
24 and came away with a vic¬ 
tory in a maiden special weight 
for Pennsylvania-breds with 
Dennis and Eileen Jacques’s 
Belle’s Notion. 

Belle’s Notion was put right 
on the lead at the break by 
Hampshire, established a two- 
length advantage after a half 
mile, and then gradually wid¬ 
ened to the wire, winning by 
eight lengths in the fast time of 
1:09.90. 


Belle’s Notion (by Great 
Notion) is out of the Press 
Card mare Belle’s Miss and was 
bred by Salvatore Giuffrida. 
His second dam is Northland 
Belle, who captured the Foxy 
J. G. Stakes and is a half-sis¬ 
ter to multiple stakes winners 
Primitive Hall, Strength and 
Honor and Earth to Jackie. 

A battle for the top spot 
in the trainers’ standings con¬ 
tinued through April, with 
Stephanie Beattie narrowly 
besting Murray Rojas, 24 to 22, 
as of April 25. Todd Beattie 
and Jevon Crumley were dead¬ 
locked in third with 20 wins 
each. 

The jockeys’ race was equal¬ 
ly tight, with David Cora in 
front of Dana Whitney, 34 to 
31. Clinton Potts was third with 
25 victories. 

Penn National Race Course 
and Hollywood Casino at Penn 
National were honored with 
a Pennsylvania Governor’s 
Award for Environmental 
Excellence on April 20 for 
“outstanding efforts to protect 
and restore watersheds, reduce 
pollution and conserve energy, 
educate the public on envi¬ 
ronmental issues and revitalize 
communities.” 

The race track and casino 
reclaim wastewater and reuse 
it on the track and turf course. 
It is one of the first facilities to 
install reuse technology. W 


ATLANTIC 
CITY’S SIX-DAY 
TURF FESTIVAL 
REACHES NEW 
HEIGHTS

N ostalgia is still a big draw 
at Atlantic City Race 
Course. 

The once grand 64-year-old 
track in Mays Landing, N.J., 
which rises from the fladands 
a dozen miles from the ocean, 
presented its six-day turf fes¬ 
tival in April, and attendance 
and handle numbers were the 
highest since the track began 
hosting these abbreviated 
meets as a way to maintain its 
simulcast license. 


The future, as always, 
remains unclear for the site, 
which offers year-round simul¬ 
casting. During the meet, an 
official for Pennsylvania-based 
Greenwood Racing, which 
has owned Atlantic City Race 
Course since 2001, mentioned 
the possibility of holding a few 
more racing dates later this 
year. But in the past there has 
been talk of longer meets or 
renovated facilities that never 
materialized. 


The uncertainty did not 
deter fans. The short meet has 
become a big draw in south 
Jersey, and the opening and 
closing day crowds were sights 
to behold. 

Although the turnstiles 
no longer work, officials said 
opening day attendance on 
Sunday, April 18, was 7,233; 
closing day on Saturday, April 
24, was 8,506. The track had 
not raced on a weekend in at 
least a decade. The daily aver- 
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age attendance was 5,802, up 
about 36 percent from 4,278 
in 2009. There is virtually no 
advertising; word of mouth has 
made the brief meet increas¬ 
ingly popular over the last six 
years. 

It is proof that racing, 
in New Jersey and perhaps 
elsewhere, is far from dead. 
Atlantic City ushered in the 
start of a critical year in which 
Monmouth Park will conduct a 
condensed 50-day, $50 million 
meet (followed by a 21 -day fall 
stand with lower purses). 

As one fan said on closing 
day, “The crowds at Adantic 
City are trying to tell us some¬ 
thing/’ That something: less is 
more. 

Total handle for 37 races 
(six a day, with seven on the 
final card) was $3,894,808, up 
approximately 19 percent from 
$3,259,953 for the same num¬ 
ber of races in 2009. Last year, 
the track exported its signal 
nationally for the first time 
since 1997. 

On-track handle this year 
totaled $957,734, up about 
24 percent from $771,243 in 
2009. Export handle increased 
18 percent to $2,937,074, from 
$2,488,710 last year. 

Atlantic City opened in 1946, 
the same year as Monmouth. 
It was a grand facility built 
by Philadelphian John B. Kelly 
Sr., the Olympic gold medal¬ 
ist now best remembered as 
the father of Grace Kelly, the 
actress and longtime Princess 
of Monaco. Original investors 
Frank Sinatra and Bob Hope 
frequented the track in the old 
days. The nation’s best train¬ 
ers sharpened their stock to 
compete at Atlantic City, and it 
was, as those who remember its 
early decades say, the toughest 
place to win. 

These days, railbirds have 
traded suits for dungarees, 
but their enthusiasm is tan¬ 
gible. Within the shabby grand¬ 
stand, where only the first floor 
remains open, the crowds are 
largely composed of families 
and children. Local students 


sell refreshments for their 
band. Handwritten signs out¬ 
side instruct people where to 
park. Rust is a familiar sight 
and the dilapidated barn area 
is unused. The infield and pad- 
dock tote boards have been 
covered over. 

The large and cheerful 
crowds look past the disrepair. 

On the other hand, the 
famous European-style turf 
course, dark green and lush, 
is, as always, in stellar condi¬ 
tion. Nearly all of the races 
at this year’s meet were start¬ 
er allowances for lower-level 
claimers, so the rare opportu¬ 
nity for such horses to run on 
grass drew full fields. Field size 
averaged 10.11 horses per race, 
down a bit from 10.46 in 2009. 
Purses averaged $125,009, up 
slightly from $120,332 last year. 
Entries were taken at the rac¬ 
ing office of Philadelphia Park, 
also owned by Greenwood. 

Kate DeMasi earned the 
training title for the second 
year in a row with five wins. 
John Servis followed her with 
four wins from only six starts. 
They were the only trainers to 
win more than one race. 

Kendrick Carmouche 
was the clear winner of the 
jockey crown with eight wins, 
four more than Stewart Elliott. 
Carmouche rode 32 races, 
dwarfing Elliott, who had the 
next-closest with 19 mounts. 
Victor Molina finished third 
with three wins. 

In the $51,800 Tony Gatto 
Dream Big Stakes on closing 
day, multiple stakes winner 
Blue Sailor returned with a 
sharp performance in his 2010 
debut. As the 13-10 favorite, 
the 6-year-old gelding led all the 
way in the six-horse field, his 
margin at the wire a comfort¬ 
able three lengths. With Harry 
Vega aboard, Blue Sailor com¬ 
pleted five furlongs in course 
record time of :55.27 over a 
firm course. 

Howard Wolfendale trains 
Blue Sailor for Robert Gorsuch 
and Fern Kreis. A gelded son 
of Northern Afleet, Blue Sailor 


has won half of his 24 turf 
attempts. From 35 career starts, 
he has earned $364,566. 

Wolfendale won this race 
for the third straight year; his 
other turf sprinting specialist, 
Hesa Big Star, captured the 
previous two editions. Hesa Big 
Star, now 8, finished third in his 
failed bid for a triple. Cardashi 
finished second, a neck in front 
of Hesa Big Star. 

In previous years, the New 
Jersey Racing Commission 
had unsuccessfully tried to 
force Greenwood to extend 
the meet to 20 days. Atlantic 
City did not receive any of the 
three-year, $90-million casino 
purse supplement that ends 
this year. It failed in an attempt 
last year to get a few million 
dollars from the supplement. 

“I think folks have become 
very protective and territorial 
of ACRC [Atlantic City Race 


Course] and south Jersey, in gen¬ 
eral, when it comes to this facil¬ 
ity and its yearly turf festivals,” 
said Atlantic City president 
Maureen Gallagher-Bugdon. 
“They see money being accu¬ 
mulated in Atlantic City for the 
casino purse supplement, and 
they see their track not receiv¬ 
ing any of that.” 

For the racing industry in 
New Jersey, and even to Atlantic 
City officials, it has been a sur¬ 
prising turn of events that the 
race track, in part, has been 
revived after what seemed like 
an unavoidable demise. Then 
again, nostalgia and charm are 
powerful antidotes—no mat¬ 
ter what happens with Atlantic 
City next year.

J ames W. Casey’s Taylor 
Mountain Farm continues 
to make a huge imprint on 
racing at Charles Town. 

Taylor Mountain’s 3-year- 
old colt Taylor’s Flight dug 
in down the stretch to edge 
Bo Charity for a half-length 
allowance win on April 3. By 
home stallion Windsor Castle 
out of Meadowlakes Flight 
(by Meadowlake), the colt was 
making his second career start, 
building on a six-length maiden 
special weight score in January 
It was just one more feather 
in the cap for Windsor Castle, a 
multiple graded-winning son of 


Lord Carson who has ranked 
among West Virginia’s leading 
sires since his first crop came 
to the races in 2007. 

Windsor Castle’s leading 
earner so far in 2010 is the 
4-year-old Colonel J W, who 
came through as the odds-on 
favorite in a seven-furlong 
allowance on April 8. Under 
Arnaldo Bocachica, Colonel J 
W started his surge at the quar¬ 
ter pole before edging to the 
front in the stretch and holding 
on for a length win in 1:25.93 
on a fast (sealed) track. 

Bred by Casey from the 
Personal Flag mare Regency 
Road, Colonel J W won the 
West Virginia Lottery Breeders 
Classic Stakes in 2009. With 
two wins and a second in three 
starts this season, he has earned 
$37,400, boosting his career 
total to $176,860. 

Taylor Mountain Farms’s 
stallion Luftikus (by Meadow- 


lake) ranks as West Virginia’s 
second-leading sire of 2010, 
his fortunes boosted by several 
current hard-hitting runners, 
including the 4-year-old geld¬ 
ing Joyful Kiss, who prevailed 
by three-quarters of a length in 
allowance company on April 
11. Bred by Ann Casey from 
the Polish Numbers mare 
Polish Joy, Joyful Kiss is a five¬ 
time winner of $88,680. 

She s deb on air ness started 
in an allowance/optional claim¬ 
ing race on April 11, but train¬ 
er Raimondo Schiano-Dicola 
did not risk the accomplished 
5-year-old mare for the $25,000 
claiming tag. 

Validating that judgment, 
Shesdebonairness led gate-to- 
wire and topped a strong field 
for a two-length win in her sec¬ 
ond start of the season. 

Schiano-Dicola claimed 
Shesdebonairness for $20,000 
last November. The daughter 


of Devon Deputy, now racing 
in the name of Scuderia Mon- 
tese Stable, had won or placed 
in five stakes earlier in her 
career, including a victory in 
last September’s Roger Van 
Hoozer Memorial, but appeared 
to be tailing off when finishing 
a well-beaten seventh in the 
West Virginia “Cavada” Breeders 
Classics Stakes in October. 

After some R&R, Shes¬ 
debonairness returned in 
tough allowance company 
in late February and finished 
fourth, behind heavy hitters 
Aspenglow, Julie B and Oro 
Blanco, encouraging Schiano- 
Dicola to extend her career. 

Shesdebonairness was bred 
by Harry Painter from the Wild 
Gold mare Golden Credenza. 
Painter and his wife, Dr. Kate 
Painter, stood the late Deputy 
Minister stallion Devon Deputy 
at their Blue Spruce Farm in 
Kearneysville, W.Va. 
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Shesdebonairness has won 
nine of 25 starts and earned 
$240,256 to date. 

Big Lick Farm’s Power 
Prints required six tries to 
break his maiden, but the 
3-year-old West Virginia-bred 
son of Prints of Peace is on a 
roll. He got his second win in 
a row while upsetting a solid 
field in an allowance/option¬ 
al claiming race on April 10. 
Competing under allowance 
conditions, Power Prints scored 
by two and a half lengths under 
jockey Wesley Ho, at odds of 
more than 21-1. 

Trained by Homer Kline Jr., 
Power Prints had made his pre¬ 
vious start for a $10,000 maiden 
claiming tag on March 21. 

Power Prints (out of 
Choose the Power, by Feel the 
Power) launched his career for 
his breeder, Dale Shockey, and 
was claimed by his present con¬ 
nections for $7,500 while fin¬ 
ishing third in his fourth career 
outing last November. He has 
bankrolled $27,000 in his two 
wins. 

Marion L. Cuttino’s home¬ 
bred 3-year-old filly Category 
Three has struck like a whirl¬ 
wind in her four starts, her only 
loss coming when she fell to 
her nose leaving the gate last 
December. 

Trainer John Carlisle sent 
out the daughter of Ride the 
Storm to a frontrunning three 
and a quarter-length victory in 
allowance company on April 
3. The latest win boosted her 
earnings to $39,700. 

Category Three is the first 
foal from the winning Peaks 
and Valleys mare Three Peaks. 

Gerald K. Burns’s durable 
Swish Maravich scored anoth¬ 
er allowance win on April 9, 
recovering from a bump early 
in the race to steadily work her 
way to the front under appren¬ 
tice rider Luis Batista and win 
by a length and a half in 1:21.11 
for six and a half furlongs. 

The 5-year-old bay mare 
by Civilisation out of Anna 
Lucasta (by Lydian-Fr) went 
off with 10-1 odds and defeat¬ 


ed a talented field that included 
runner-up Blue Diamond Allie 
and favorite Tidal Change. 
Swish Maravich returned to 
finish fifth in the Sugar Maple 
Stakes on April 17. In 22 career 
starts (seven wins), she has 
earned $180,772. 

Sweet Aloha was up for 
the taking in a $16,000 optional 
claiming race on April 10, but 
owner Alan Cook might have 
second thoughts about parting 
with the 6-year-old daughter 
of Western Cat after her one- 
length victory, accomplished in 
the four and a half-furlong time 
of :53.14 under jockey Rodney 
Soodeen. 

Trained by Timothy Grams, 
Sweet Aloha was one of three 
horses in the race available 
for claiming. Beboppin Betty 
and Broad But Nice, who also 
found no takers at $16,000, fin¬ 
ished second and third, respec¬ 
tively, in the field of seven. 


Seven-pound bug rider 
Ashley Yodice brought home 
a winner for trainer/breeder 
Elex Bowman and owner Laura 
Bowman when she guided 
Missed Fly Ball to a one and 
three-quarter-length allowance 
victory on April 15. 

Over a fast track in the 
four and a half-furlong sprint, 
Missed Fly Ball came off the 
rail on the turn to challenge 
for the lead and took it from 
there. The 4-year-old gray filly, 
by Rugby out of First Dream 
(by Pancho Villa), was making 
her first start in three months. 
In 10 career starts, she has reg¬ 
istered three wins and earned 
$63,160. 

Speedy Sammy made Bo 
Charity a runner-up in an allow¬ 
ance on April 16, as jockey 
Gerald Almodovar guided the 
aptly named 4-year-old gelding 
to a snappy one and one-quar- 
ter-length win. Owned by Wags 


Nags LLC, Speedy Sammy 
(Mayakovsky—Speedy Suzy, 
by Verification), bred by Rene 
Moore and Naylee Farm, has 
bankrolled $98,508, with three 
wins and 10 additional on-the- 
board finishes, in 22 starts. 

Florida-bred Sir Silver Fox 
ran his way to a new barn with 
an impressive month. After 
winning while in for a $20,000 
tag on April 7 for owner Robert 
L. Cole Jr., the 7-year-old Kelly 
Kip gelding was taken for 
$16,000 in a repeat victory just 
10 days later. 

Owner/trainer Crystal Pick¬ 
ett dropped the claim slip for 
the gray/roan veteran of 57 
starts. Jockey J.D. Acosta was 
aboard for his last two victo¬ 
ries, which came under auspices 
of trainer Howard Wolfendale. 
Throughout his career, Sir 
Silver Fox has won 15 races and 
earned $407,580. 0 
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RESEARCHER MAKES HISTORY IN 
$1 MILLION CHARLES TOWN CLASSIC 


W ith his second consecu¬ 
tive score in the richest 
race conducted in the 
West Virginia panhandle—the 
$1 million Charles Town Clas¬ 
sic — the imposing Virginia-bred 
gelding Researcher became the 
first horse to earn $1 million 
while competing at Charles 
Town. 

Researcher sported a dif¬ 
ferent set of silks than those 


he carried in the 2009 Classic, 
having been sold by the fam¬ 
ily of his late owner, Hermen 
Greenberg, to Zohar Ben-Dov’s 
Kinross Farm in the week lead¬ 
ing up to the April 17 race. The 
return on investment was spec¬ 
tacular, as the 6-year-old gelded 
son of the late Virginia sire 
Two Smart earned $600,000 
to expand his Charles Town 
bankroll to $1,155,180. 


It was Researcher’s 10th 
win from 14 starts at the track 
located less than an hour away 
from his birthplace at Virginia 
Tech’s Middleburg Agricultural 
Research and Extension 
Center, where Greenberg pur¬ 
chased him for $5,000 at the 
university’s annual yearling 
auction. Trained throughout 
his career by leading Charles 
Town conditioner Jeff Runco, 


the 17-hand gelding has made 
a dozen starts at seven other 
tracks — Colonial Downs, Laurel 
Park, Mountaineer, Aqueduct, 
Churchill Downs, Delaware 
Park and Monmouth Park—to 
amass an additional $244,949. 

More than 6,600 racego¬ 
ers filled the stands and apron 
on the brisk evening that saw 
the track host five stakes on 
an 11-race card. The result 
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Top jockey Robby Albarado rode Midwest shipper Comedero, who won 
as expected for trainer Michael Stidham in the Blue and Gold Stakes. 


was a new record handle 
of $2,584,876 for the eve¬ 
ning-$648,005 generated on 
the Classic alone. 

While the sentimental choice 
in the evening’s featured event 
was Researcher, more money 
followed two of the nine ship¬ 
pers, with 3.10-1 favoritism fall¬ 
ing to the Todd Pletcher-trained 
Understatement, winner of 
back-to-back stakes at Aqueduct 
in his two most recent starts. 
The second choice, at 3.40-1, 
was Shug McGaughey-trained 
Gone Astray, whose aptitude 
at the Charles Town Classic’s 
mile and an eighth distance was 
borne out with victories last fall 
in the Grade 2 Pennsylvania 
and Ohio Derbies. 

The lucrative purse also 
attracted multiple graded 
stakes-winning millionaire 
Awesome Gem, West Point 
Thoroughbreds’s Hollywood 
Park-based runner trained 
by Craig Dollase, as well as 
Redding Colliery and Indian 
Dance, winners of stakes races 
at Laurel Park in their last starts. 
Hard-hitters Acting Zippy, 
Encaustic, Fiddlers Afleet and 
No Advantage completed the 
full field of 10. 

With a number of runners 
blessed with an early turn of 
foot, the short run to the first 
of three turns was expected to 
be contentious. But what hap¬ 
pened was nearly disastrous. 

Paul Pompa colorbearer 
Understatement, guided by top 
New York rider David Cohen, 
broke from the six post, gunned 
to the front and moved sharply 
to the rail, cutting off Fiddlers 
Afleet, who broke quickly from 
the one-hole. 

In a split second, Fiddlers 
Afleet clipped heels with Under¬ 
statement and veered to the 
right, luckily missing the speed¬ 
ing duo of Acting Zippy and 
Redding Colliery, but nearly 
falling into the path of Gone 
Astray, who couldn’t avoid clip¬ 
ping the heels of the impeded 
runner. The chain reaction saw 
Encaustic steady sharply and 
shift out toward the center of 


the track. Miraculously, all run¬ 
ners were able to continue. 

Although chaos was unfold¬ 
ing in front of him, Researcher 
had a charmed trip. Breaking 
from post nine, rider Luis Perez 
had a clear path to the rail, and 
was already settled there when 
the horrifying action took place. 
The rail remained clear, and 
Researcher was in a perfect 
stalking position behind the 
early pacesetters. 

Pushed along by Acting 
Zippy, Understatement carved 
out fractions of :23.43, :46.75 
and 1:11.25, after which point 
Acting Zippy began to retreat. 
Researcher was moving power¬ 
fully along the rail, but when 
Redding Colliery rushed to the 
outside of Understatement, 
Researcher had to steady slight¬ 
ly behind the leaders. 

While Researcher waited for 
an opening, two runners bear¬ 
ing black and gold silks were 
flying from the back of the 
pack. Gaining with powerful 
strides was Awesome Gem, 
who had been as far back as 
eighth but was soon just a 
length behind Researcher as 
they made their way around the 
final turn. Also making up a 
ton of ground quickly was 
Sondra and Howard Bender’s 
lightly raced homebred Indian 
Dance, who only had one horse 
beaten in the early stages. 

Perez had to angle out 
Researcher to go around 
Redding Colhery and the fad¬ 
ing Understatement as they 
straightened into the stretch, 
which drifted the advancing 
Awesome Gem to the five path. 
Researcher put away Redding 
Colhery and had plenty left to 
hold Awesome Gem at bay. 
Indian Dance got up for fourth, 
four lengths behind Redding 
Colhery. The final time of 
1:49.94 just missed Researcher’s 
own mark of 1:49.76 set in 
March 2009. 

Researcher’s love affair at 
Charles Town may have con¬ 
cluded with his richest win. 
His new owner’s primary focus 
is steeplechase racing, and 
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Ben-Dov’s intention is to shift 
careers with the newly minted 
millionaire. 

Just two days after his 
Classic score, Researcher was 
sent to Ben-Dov’s Kinross 
Farm in Upperville, Va., for 
a freshening. A return to flat 
racing is not in Researcher’s 
immediate future, according to 
farm manager and trainer Neil 
Mortis. 

“He was purchased as a 
hurdle prospect and is ready 
to start a new chapter,” said 
Mortis. “Jeff [Runco] did a fan¬ 
tastic job with him. Now we’ll 
take it carefully for a while and 
give him the summer off. We 
plan on running him in the fall 
over hurdles.” 

“He’s a good horse and 
brings it every time,” Runco 
said of the best horse he’s ever 
trained. 

♦ 

The richest of the support¬ 
ing events was the $250,000 
Sugar Maple Stakes for fillies 
and mares. Contested at seven 
furlongs, it looked to be the 
perfect fit for recent Grade 
2 Barbara Fritchie Handicap 
winner Sweet Goodbye, who 
came into the race undefeated 
in five starts at the distance, 
and boasted four wins from as 
many starts at Charles Town. 
But the 4-5 favorite created 
her own problems before the 
seven-horse field lined up for 
the post parade. 

William R. Harris’s home¬ 
bred mare “is always on edge,” 
said trainer Chris Grove. In the 
paddock, she leaped out of the 
saddling stall, lost her balance 
and fell. 

“She maybe got the wind 
knocked out of her,” added 
Grove. 

But Sweet Goodbye was 
quickly to her feet and took her 
place with the field of seven 
as they marched out onto the 
track. She broke sharply and 
got a short lead at the start, 
skimming the rail heading 
into the first turn, then was 
quickly overtaken by Flinttidge 
Stable and STD Racing Stable’s 


Pinkarella. Prompted by local 
legend Travis Dunkelberger, 
Pinkarella popped through 
fractions of :23.63 and :46.67, 
with Sweet Goodbye following 
at her heels. 

“I decided since there 
shouldn’t be a lot of speed in 
here we could just open up and 
play catch-me-if-you-can,” said 
Dunkelberger. ‘When I asked 
her she picked it up, but it was 
an easy gallop. She pricked her 
ears. She was doing what she 
wanted and got it done.” 

Pinkarella’s move heading 
into the far turn broke the race 
open. After getting six furlongs 


in 1:10.60, she drew off in the 
stretch to win by six and a half 
lengths over Sweet Goodbye, 
who continued on evenly to fin¬ 
ish five lengths ahead of Strut 
the Canary in third. The final 
time was a sensational 1:23.38, 
.09 second off P. Kerney’s 2006 
track record. 

Trained by California-based 
Doug O’Neill, who has added 
a division at Philadelphia Park, 
Pinkarella gained her first 
stakes win in eight starts. The 
4-year-old daughter of Malibu 
Moon was held in such high 
regard after her debut, a win at 
Hollywood Park in December 


2008, that O’Neill sent her 
out in Grade 1 competition to 
face champion Stardom Bound 
in her next start. Although 
unplaced in that effort, the 
Kentucky-bred followed with 
a third-place finish in Santa 
Anita’s Santa Paula Stakes-G3. 
The Sugar Maple, her fourth 
career victory, boosted her earn¬ 
ings to $235,800. She was bred 
by B. Wayne Hughes, who also 
bred and campaigned Malibu 
Moon as well as Pinkarella’s 
dam, the Storm Cat mare 
Stormy Monday. 

The $100,000 Blue and 
Gold Stakes for 3-year-olds 
enticed the connections of nine 
runners. Making the trip from 
the Midwest was the Michael 
Stidham-trained Comedero, 
who had racked up five wins 
from six starts, four of them 
stakes at Oaklawn Park, Fair 
Grounds and Louisiana Downs. 
The Arkansas-bred dominated 
his two most recent efforts at 
Oaklawn, taking the Rainbow 
and Mountain Valley Stakes by 
a combined 14V2 lengths. Even 
with the presence of undefeated 
West Virginia-bred Plantation, 
Comedero was the even-mon¬ 
ey favorite; Plantation was the 
second choice at 5-2. 

Comedero left no doubt of 
_ his ability as he cruised home 
< to win by nine lengths. Guided 
§ by one of the nation’s lead¬ 
ing riders, Robby Albarado, 
Comedero got the seven fur¬ 
longs in an eye-catching 1:23.45, 
.16 of a second off the track 
record. Maryland-bred stakes 
winner Toboggan Slide, mak¬ 
ing his first start of the year, 
finished second, four and a 
quarter lengths to the good of 
Plantation. 

Owned by Peter Redekop 
B C Ltd., Comedero has won 
all of his starts under a mile, 
by an average margin of more 
than seven lengths. The son of 
talented sprinter Posse has now 
earned $206,700. 

Seeking to repeat on Classic 
night was Trust Or Bust, win¬ 
ner of the 2009 Webb Snyder 
Stakes. He rattled off five con- 
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secutive wins last year, with the 
Webb Snyder number two in 
the streak, but struggled in the 
latter half of the season. His 
two main rivals were odds-on 
choice Joey P., a new million¬ 
aire who zipped to victory in 
the 2008 Charles Town Dash 
at the four and a half-furlong 
Webb Snyder distance, and Ju 
Jitsu Jax, winner of Charles 
Town’s 2009 West Virginia 
Sprint Derby 

Trust Or Bust didn’t have 
to worry about one, when Joey 
P. hopped at the start and in 
effect was eliminated from the 
race. But he couldn’t hold off 
Ju Jitsu Jax from taking the 
winner’s share of the $75,000 
purse. 

To get the victory, Ju Jitsu 
Jax sat off a feverish pace set 
by Trust Or Bust and The 
Jackal. As the latter cut the 
corner and opened up in the 
stretch, Trust Or Bust dug in 


to draw even, but Ju Jitsu Jax 
was moving fastest of all. With 
J.D. Acosta’s urging, Ju Jitsu Jax 
gamely split the leaders and got 
up in the last jump, stopping 
the clock in :51.12. 

Trained by Scott Lake, the 
4-year-old son of Tiger Ridge 
and the Two Punch mare 
Carol’s Amore is campaigned 
by Robert Cole. Lake signed 
the ticket to purchase Ju Jitsu 
Jax for $57,000 at the 2007 
Fasig-Tipton Mdlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale. The colt has 
earned $284,140 in 15 starts. 

If there is a local horse 
with the potential to rival 
Researcher for “horse for the 
course,” it would be Russell 
Road. Although no match for 
the more seasoned older run¬ 
ner when a well-beaten second 
in allowance company at the 
end of March, Russell Road 
has never been off the board in 
15 starts at Charles Town, and 


has career earnings at his home 
track of $677,150. 

Russell Road’s most recent 
score came in the first stakes 
race of the evening, the $50,000 
Springtime Handicap for 
accredited West Virginia-breds. 
Sent off as the 2-5 favorite 
while carrying top weight of 
124 pounds (giving from five to 
12 pounds to his seven rivals), 
Russell Road faced a daunting 
challenger in the 4-year-old filly 
Beware of the Bop. 

Sporting her own enviable 
record, the daughter of West 
Virginia sire Bop came into 
the race with 11 wins from 17 
starts, plus four placings, all at 
Charles Town. She was tied for 
second-winningest horse in the 
country in 2009, after winning 
nine of 12 starts her sopho¬ 
more season. 

The speedy filly was deter¬ 
mined to make a race of it 
in the Springtime Handicap. 


Quickly away from the gate, 
she slipped over to the rail and 
showed the way. Dunkelberger 
kept Russell Road in touch 
with the pacesetter down the 
backstretch until asking him 
to quicken as they rounded the 
far turn. 

Beware of the Bop dug 
in tenaciously, but was no 
match for Russell Road as they 
straightened into the stretch. 
The favorite widened late to 
win by three and a quarter 
lengths, getting the seven fur¬ 
longs in 1:24.67. Beware of the 
Bop held off Nay’s Tap to take 
second. 

Russell Road gained his 
11th career stakes win from 18 
starts. He was also a winner on 
the 2009 Classic card, taking 
the inaugural running of the 
Blue and Gold Stakes.

Charles E. (Charlie) DuBuc 
Jr., 58, a career horseman, died 
on February 19.

BILLY HOY 

William R. (Billy) Hoy, 75, a 
former jockey and trainer, died 
on April 26. 

Born in Baltimore, Mr. Hoy 
came from a family of Thor¬ 
oughbred horsemen, as a son 
of the late Dr. John Alfred Hoy 
Sr., who bred and raced horses 
from his farm in Monkton, 
Md., and Virginia Hickey Hoy. 


Mr. Hoy attended Mt. Wash¬ 
ington Country School for Boys 
as well as Loyola and Towson 
High Schools. He left Towson 
High to work at Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloan's Brookmeade 
Farm and learn his chosen 
trade as a steeplechase jockey. 

During his race riding career, 
he had more than 50 wins. 

After serving in the U.S. 
Army for two years, Mr. Hoy 
turned to training horses. Later 
he became a carpenter and 
general contractor. In 1984 he 
moved his family to Maryland's 
Eastern Shore, where he estab¬ 
lished himself not only as a 
building contractor but also a 
commercial fisherman.

Joseph L. (Joe) Lishia, 83, 
who operated the food conces¬ 
sion in the jockeys' room at 
Maryland tracks from the late 
1970s until his retirement in 
1994, died on April 2.

NANCY PENN SMITH HANNUM: 
RENOWNED PENNSYLVANIA HORSEWOMAN 


N ancy Penn Smith 
Hannum, a major figure 
within the Mid-Atlantic 
horse community for well over 
a half century died on March 
30. She was 90. 

Mrs. Hannum, who made 
her home in Unionville, Pa., 
earned distinction as a train¬ 
er, sending out Morning Mac 
to win two editions of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup (1970 
and 1973) and winning the 
1972 Grand National with her 
homebred Our Ivory Tower 
(dam of 1985 Hunt Cup win¬ 
ner Our Steeplejack). 

However, her most last¬ 
ing legacy came as the long¬ 
time Master of Mr. Stewart's 
Cheshire Foxhounds and as 


a conservationist and land 
preservationist credited with 
the protection of more than 
30,000 acres of open farmland 
in Chester County, Pa. 

“Mrs. Hannum brought to 
open-space preservation a life¬ 
time of passion,” Molly Morri¬ 
son, president of Natural 
Lands Trust, commented for 
an obituary in Main Line Media 
News. a As a result, a vast por¬ 
tion of Chester County's hunt 
country landscape has been 
protected from development, 
including Natural Land Trust's 
1,200-acre ChesLen Preserve.” 

Mrs. Hannum, a direct 
descendant of Pennsylvania 
founder William Penn and a 
niece of New York governor 


W Averell Hardman, was born 
on Long Island, N.Y. After 
her father’s death in 1929, her 
mother married W. Plunket 
Stewart, and the family moved 
to Unionville. 

Mrs. Hannum succeeded 
her stepfather as Master of Mr. 
Stewart's Cheshire Foxhounds 
in 1948, and continued to serve 
in that capacity for more than g 
50 years. Her horses won the 
Cheshire Bowl at that hunt's 
point-to-point a total of 14 
times. 

She attended Sarah Law¬ 
rence College and left to 
marry John B. Hannum III in 
December 1940. Mr. Hannum, 
who died in 2007, had a dis¬ 
tinguished career in law and 



politics and was a U.S. District 
Court judge. 

The Hannums' grandson, 
John (Jeb) Hannum, currently 
serves on the Pennsylvania 
Horse Racing Commission. 


the undercard of the Haskell 
Invitational-Gl, won or placed 
in 25 added-money races, four 
times in graded company. He 
retired at age 10 with 31 lifetime 
wins, 22 seconds and 14 thirds 
and earnings of $833,197 from 
89 starts. 

Seewald's lifetime stats 
included 962 wins from 5,757 
starts. His runners won 22 
stakes races. 

Among his additional stand¬ 
outs were Vinemeister ($420,700, 
Salvator Mile H-G3, etc.), R 
Betty Graybull ($221,347, Mon¬ 
mouth Park N.A.T.C. Filly 
Futurity, etc.), and early 2010 
Triple Crown hopeful Uptown- 
charlybrown, whom Seewald 
sent out to win the Pasco Stakes 
at Tampa Bay Downs. 

Mr. Seewald's first classics 
prospect, Uptowncharlybrown 
belongs to his longtime cli¬ 
ent Bob Hutt and Fantasy 
Lane Stables, and has been 
transferred to trainer Kiaran 
McLaughlin. 

A regular at Monmouth, 
where he and his wife, Kate, 
hosted an annual party on the 
backstretch, issuing an open 
invitation to everyone at the 


track, Mr. Seewald was active in 
race horse retirement efforts as 
well as backstretch advocacy. 

He also maintained a year- 
round string at Philadelphia 
Park. 

FRANK SMITH JR. 

Frank Smith Jr., a longtime 
Charles Town owner/trainer 
and former vice-president 
of the local division of the 
Horsemen's Benevolent and 
Protective Association, died on 
April 2. He was 88. 

Born in Salem, N.J., Mr. 
Smith started out in the Thor¬ 
oughbred racing business in 
1946. He was a leading trainer 
at now defunct Shenandoah 
Downs and Charles Town in 
the 1980s and '90s. 

Mr. Smith served in the U.S. 
Army Air Corps during World 
War II. Survivors include his 
wife of more than 57 years, 
Mildred (Babe) Smith. 

NOEL TWYMAN 

Noel Twyman, 65, who 
found success as a trainer, stee¬ 
plechase jockey, foxhunter and 


sales-prepping professional, 
died on May 2. 

Mr. Twyman was a fixture 
at the Montpelier Hunt Races 
near Orange, Va., and other 
stops on the circuit. 

During his race riding 
career, he competed primar¬ 
ily for the Montpelier stable 
of Marion duPont Scott, for 
whom he also trained steeple¬ 
chase and flat horses. He oper¬ 
ated a successful breaking and 
training business at his farm 
near Orange. 

A native of Elizabeth City, 
N.C., he was a son of the 
late noted horseman Delmar 
Twyman. 


CHARLIE WAHLER 

Charles J. (Charlie) Wahler, 
who achieved success as a jock¬ 
ey and trainer, died on March 7 
at the age of 87. 

A longtime resident of Ben- 
salem, Pa., Mr. Wahler rode in 
the 1946 Kentucky Derby, his 
mount With Pleasure, match¬ 
ing strides with runner-up Spy 
Song (ridden by John Longden) 
and Lord Boswell (Eddie 
Arcaro) before fading to finish 
14th in the race won by Assault 
and jockey Wayne Mehrtens. 

Mr. Wahler's survivors 
include his brother, trainer 
Edward Papaycik.

SHAMROCK LOSES 
PURPLE PASSION 


FOALS BY 
FIRST-YEAR SIRES 



M ultiple stakes-winning 
sprinter Purple Passion, 
who stood his entire 
career at Shamrock Farms in 
Woodbine, Md., died of an 
apparent heart attack on March 
18 when set to cover his first 
mare of the season. The 
16-year-old stallion was owned 
by Massachusetts resident Stella 
Kavazis, who campaigned him 


through a racing career in which 
he earned $505,839. 

Maryland-bred Purple Pas¬ 
sion split his time when rac¬ 
ing by shuttling between New 
England and the Maryland 
tracks. He broke his maiden 
first time out at Suffolk Downs, 
and won back-to-back run¬ 
nings of the Topsider Stakes 
at that track, but bankrolled 
the majority of his earnings 
at Laurel Park, winning five 
races and never finishing off 
the board in nine starts, all in 
stakes company. 

Among the highlights of 
his career were consecutive 
scores in the Challedon Stakes, 
once getting seven furlongs in 
1:21.83, just two-fifths off the 
track record. He also counted

victories at six furlongs in the 
Bowie (1:08.55) and Lite the 
Fuse Stakes (1:09.26). 

The son of longtime Mary¬ 
land sire Northern Raja placed 
in eight stakes, five of them 
graded, including seconds 
in Laurel's General George 
Handicap-G2 and Keeneland's 
Commonwealth Breeders' Cup- 
G2. He finished third in what 
would be the final start of his 
career, the infamous Maryland 
Breeders' Cup Handicap-G3 
on Preakness Day 1999. In 
that race, Purple Passion had 
to dodge a man who ran onto 
the track in front of the field, 
and he exited the race with a 
wrenched ankle. Attempts to 
bring him back were thwarted 
by the injury. 

From 25 starts, Purple 
Passion won 13 times, with 
three seconds and five thirds. 

Purple Passion was out 
of Hail the Pirates's winning 
daughter Purple Glory, a half- 
sister to multiple stakes winner 
Gaylord's Annie. Also found in 
his family is dual classic win¬ 
ner Tabasco Cat, winner of 


the Preakness and Belmont 
Stakes-Gl and earner of 
$2,347,671. 

From six small crops to 
race (through foals of 2007), 
Purple Passion has 48 foals, of 
whom 32 have started. His 18 
winners include stakes-placed 
juvenile Don't Tell Susan, 
$288,870-earner Ursula's 
Passion and $154,095-earner 
Purple S Shamrock. With life¬ 
time progeny earnings in excess 
of $1 million, he has average 
earnings per starter of more 
than $32,500. 

“I always thought he was 
underrated as a sire,” said 
Shamrock Farms manager Jim 
Steele. 
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DEPUTY STORM’S FIRST 
WINNER A BULLET 


T welve Pack Shelly, the 
only filly in the field of 
six sent out for Maryland’s 
first juvenile race of the year, 
destroyed her rivals on April 8 
at Laurel Park, rolling home by 
10 3 /4 lengths. The daughter of 
freshman sire Deputy Storm 
posted a final time of :50.83 
for the four and a half furlongs, 
shattering the previous mark by 
more than a second. 

Co-owned by her trainer, 
John Salzman Jr., with Danny 
Diwer and George Greenwalt, 
and sent off as the 1 -2 favorite, 
Twelve Pack Shelly burst from 
the gate and was never chal¬ 
lenged as she went the first 
quarter in :21.88 and the half in 
:44.51. Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Sycamore Hall Farm LLC, she 
is out of the Two Punch mare 
So Smashing. 

Two Deputy Storm off¬ 
spring were entered in the race 
composed entirely of first-time 
starters. Hidden Hill Farm’s colt 
Dylan the Deputy, trained by 
John Robb and the second-lon¬ 
gest price on the board, missed 
second by a neck. Both Deputy 
Storm runners were purchased 
by their trainers at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale. In her next start, 
Twelve Pack Shelly finished 
third in Churchill Downs’s 
Kentucky Juvenile Stakes-G3. 


Deputy Storm, who stands 
at Northview Stallion Station 
in Chesapeake City, Md., for 
$2,000 live foal, has 27 2-year- 
olds in his first crop. The 
9-year-old son of Forestry out 
of two-time Canadian champi¬ 
on Deputy Jane West (by Silver 
Deputy) was also a precocious 
juvenile. After breaking his 
maiden gate-to-wire by a wid¬ 
ening four and three-quarters 
lengths at Belmont Park in his 
second start, Deputy Storm 
captured Monmouth Park’s 
Tyro Stakes next out by four 
lengths, leading throughout the 
five and a half-furlong stakes. 

Deputy Storm added a vic¬ 
tory in Oaklawn’s King Cotton 
Stakes at 4 and was twice grad¬ 
ed stakes-placed, with seconds 
in the Sapling S takes-G3 at 2, 
and the Hutcheson Stakes-G2 
at 3, the latter while storm¬ 
ing through splits of :21.68, 
:43.73 and 1:08.96 before 
being caught by Limehouse 
in the seven-furlong contest. 
He retired with four wins and 
two seconds from 11 starts, for 
earnings of $183,465. 

A half-brother to multiple 
stakes-winning, graded stakes- 
placed Bag Lady Jane, an earner 
of $233,736, Deputy Storm is 
from the family of top sires 
Ack Ack, Tom Rolfe, Sham and 
Chieftain.

TOGETHER INDY IN HIGH 
GEAR AT KEENELAND 



A combined, if somewhat 
different, interest in horses 
spurred the husband and 
wife team of Peter and Marcya 
Roberts to try their hand at 
breeding Thoroughbreds. The 
New Jersey residents decided 
to purchase the highest-quality 
mare they could afford, and 
came home from the Keeneland 
November sale in 2003 with a 
young, unplaced daughter of 
A.P. Indy, named I Ain't P T. 
The second foal the Robertses 
have bred from that mare is 
now a graded stakes winner. 

Together Indy, a 4-year-old 
son of leading Mid-Atlantic 
sire Not For Love out of I 
Ain’t P T, gunned to the front 
in deep stretch in Keeneland’s 
Commonwealth Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes-G2 to record his first 
stakes victory. The lightly raced 
colt-at 5.60-1 the longest shot 
in the evenly matched field of 
five—won by a length in a time 
of 1:22.34 for the seven fur¬ 
longs over Polytrack. 

Owned by Raymond Hill 
Ill’s R.A. Hill Stable and Vic 
Fontana, Together Indy was 
purchased by his trainer, 
George Weaver (in the name of 
Weaver’s Maybrey Farm), for 
$325,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Florida Calder Selected 2-year- 


olds in training sale. Getting 
his third win in seven lifetime 
starts, Together Indy boosted 
his earnings to $221,554. 

The Robertses, who trans¬ 
formed a 12-acre property near 
Allentown, N.J., into Rock Talk 
Farm-the name derived in 
part for the couple’s love of 
rock music-have maintained 
a sm albscale operation since 
moving to their farm in 2003. 
Together Indy is the first and, 
thus far, only horse they’ve sold 
commercially. 

“He was such a standout, 
a cool baby,” said Marcya 
Roberts of their first stakes 
winner. ‘When he got older, he 
was showing exceptional talent 
and was so good looking.” 

That encouraged the couple 
to send the colt to the sales. 
Together Indy went through 
the ring twice, the first time 
as a $130,000 RNA at the 
Keeneland September Yearling 
sale. His six-figure price as a 
juvenile ranked highest of the 
15 Not For Love 2-year-olds 
sold that year. 

Marcya Roberts, a freelance 
writer in advertising and mar¬ 
keting, has had an active inter¬ 
est in horses for more than 
30 years, primarily riding and 
showing. Peter Roberts, who 


retired from the financial ser¬ 
vices business in 2002 after 
selling College Savings Bank, 
which he founded in 1987, 
to Pacific LifeCorp, focused 
his interest in horses through 
handicapping at the races. 

The couple’s initial search 
for a broodmare led them to 
look for a daughter of A.P. 
Indy. 

“We wanted a special mare, 
and I Ain’t P T fit, and she 
was in our price range,” said 
Roberts. They paid $135,000 
for the then 3-year-old filly. 
The first foal she produced 
came in 2005, a filly by Victory 
Gallop named Hope’s Folly, 
who became the Robertses’ first 
winner when taking a maiden 
special weight at Monmouth in 
her second start at 2. 


From a superb female fam¬ 
ily, I Ain’t P T is out of multiple 
Grade 1 winner I Ain’t Bluffing 
(by Pine Bluff), a half-sister to 
Canadian champion Truth of 
It All and to the dam of Grade 
1 Pacific Classic and Jockey 
Club Gold Cup winner and 
multimillionaire Borrego. 

I Ain’t P T has a 2-year- 
old filly by Dixieland Band 
named Indyland Band cur¬ 
rently in training for the 
Robertses, and a yearling filly 
by Posse named Ifoughtdalaw. 
The mare produced a chestnut 
Not For Love filly on March 
21 —“she’s a fireball” according 
to Roberts—and was bred back 
to Not For Love.

Racing tycoon Frank 
Stronach dominated the show 
at Pimlico as his black, red and 
gold silks were carried to vic¬ 
tory in the track’s two most 
important fixtures. Red Bullet 
turned in a powerful perfor¬ 
mance over the odds-on choice, 
Kentucky Derby-Gl winner 
Fusaichi Pegasus, to take the 
Preakness Stakes-G1 by nearly 
four lengths. One week earlier, 
Golden Missile was in charge 
through the stretch for a day¬ 
light score in the Grade 1 Pim¬ 
lico Special. 

It was a continuation of an 
assault trainer Joe Orseno had 
begun earlier in the year when 
he shipped Stronach Stable’s 
Tap to Music to Laurel Park to 
take the spoils in the Grade 2 
Barbara Fritchie Handicap. 

I Ann Stewart-trained Swayo, 
ridden by Joe Gillet, captured 
the richest running of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup, defeat¬ 


ing defending champion Welter 
Weight. The 9-year-old son of 
Foligno, bred in Pennsylvania 
by Jonathan Sheppard, took 
home the bulk of the $65,000 
purse for owner Susie Russell’s 
Move Up Stable. 

■ Trainer Virgil W. (Buddy) 
Raines, one of racing’s most 
colorful personalities, died at 
the age of 89. 

Raines, whose life story read 
like something from Holly¬ 
wood, was born in Illinois and 
given away by his parents when 
he was 4. He became an appren¬ 
tice jockey at the age of 14, and 
had his contract purchased by 
Maryland-based Hall of Fame 
trainer R.A. (Whistling Bob) 
Smith, for whom he eventually 
became an assistant trainer in 
the early 1930s. 

Raines went out on his own 
following the death of Smith 
in 1942. His clients included 
Donald Ross (Brandywine 
Stable), Anderson Fowler, 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry Lunger 
(Christiana Stable), Liz Whitney 
Tippett and J.H. Whitney. Two

I An economic impact study 
of the Preakness was released, 
noting that the previous year’s 
running of the race, which 
drew an attendance of 80,566, 
provided an conservative esti¬ 
mate of $18 million to the local 
economy. 

M Renowned horseman Morris 
H. Dixon Sr., who had been in 
poor health in his later years yet 
attended opening day of Dela¬ 
ware Park in late April, died in 
May at the age of 83. 

Dixon had tremendous suc¬ 
cess training horses to run on 
the flat and over jumps. The res¬ 
ident of Cochranville, Pa., sent 
out Polynesian to take the 1945 
Preakness Stakes (Polynesian 
gained even greater fame as the 
sire of Native Dancer). Among 
Dixon’s talented jumpers was 
15-time winner Adaptable, 
whose victories included the 


Temple Gwathmey and Ameri¬ 
can Grand National; and multi¬ 
ple stakes winner Balustrade, an 
earner of more than $400,000 
on the flat and over jumps. 

Dixon also left a legacy as 
a mentor for future riders and 
trainers. He was the recipient 
of the National Steeplechase 
Association’s F. Ambrose Clark 
award in 1978. 

I Maryland sire John Alden 
got his second stakes winner 
from eight foals in his second 
crop when the 3-year-old geld¬ 
ing Little Bold John scored in 
the Edward L. Blake Memorial 
Stakes at Charles Town, one 
week after turning in a solid 
effort in Pimlico’s Woodlawn 
Stakes-G3. 

Breeder Hal C.B. Clagett 
had sold Little Bold John and 
his dam, Little Bold Sphinx, 
privately to John Owens late 
in Little Bold John’s 2-year-olcl 
year. “It was a matter of paying 
my bills,” noted Clagett. 

Little Bold John would win 25 
stakes and earn $1,956,406. 


of his standout runners were 
for Brandywine Stable-cham¬ 
pion handicap mare Open Fire, 
and Greek Money, winner by a 
nose over Ridan of the memo¬ 
rable 1962 Preakness Stakes. 

I Virginia’s horse industry suf¬ 
fered a blow with the death of 
80-year-old M. Tyson Gilpin. 
Regarded as the elder states¬ 
man of Virginia racing, Gilpin 
had recently been elected presi¬ 
dent of the Virginia affiliate of 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association. 

A lifelong resident of 
Clarke County, Gilpin gained 
knowledge of horses at an 
early age when his father, 
Major Kenneth Gilpin, turned 
the family’s Kentmere Farm 
into a major sales and breeding 
operation. Major Gilpin later 
acquired Fasig-Tipton sales 
company, and upon his death, 


Tyson Gilpin became presi¬ 
dent of Fasig-Tipton in 1947. 
Gilpin syndicated the company 
in 1952 and remained on the 
board of directors until 1989. 
Gilpin’s primary business for 
nearly 50 years was that of 
bloodstock agent, representing 
clients in auction sales and pri¬ 
vate transactions until a few 
weeks before his death. 

I Highly popular Judge Smells, 
one of Pennsylvania’s premier 
sires, was humanely destroyed 
due to complications from 
laminitis. Acquired by Walter 
Downey’s Tea Party Stable Inc., 
Judge Smells was one of the 
most accomplished Kentucky 
transplants when he moved to 
Pennsylvania for the start of 
the 1995 breeding season. The 
17-year-old son of In Reality 
was the state’s stallion of the 
year in 1998 and 1999.

I The freewheeling Bally 
Ache, ridden by Bob Ussery, 
led throughout to take the 
Preakness Stakes over E.P. 
Taylor’s Victoria Park, with 
lightly raced Celtic Ash finish¬ 
ing third. Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner Venetian Way was a well- 
beaten fifth in the six-horse 
field. 

After a second-place finish 
in the Kentucky Derby, trainer 
Jimmy Pitt sent Bally Ache to 
the mile and a sixteenth Preak¬ 
ness Prep to get him fit and 
acquaint him with the Pimlico 
track. Just hours before that 
race (run the week in between 


the Derby and Preakness), it 
was reported that the colt had 
been sold by his owner Leonard 
Fruchtman for $1.25 million to 
the Turfland Corporation. That 
figure was just a few thousand 
dollars shy of the record price 
paid for Nashua in 1955. 
Fruchtman had purchased Bally 
Ache for $2,500 as a yearling, 
and won $543,527 with him 
prior to the sale. 

■ Trainer Henry S. Clark 
selected Rigan McKinney’s 
yearling colt by Roman as 
champion of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association’s 
yearling show. It was the third 
time that a McKinney yearling 
took top honors, and he thus 
retired the Henry L. Straus 
Memorial Trophy. McKinney 
promised to furnish a trophy 
for further competition. 

McKinney supplied the Blarney 
Challenge Tropfy in 1961, named 
for his Woodbine, Md.,farm. While 
it took McKinney only four years 
to gain permanent possession of the 
first trophy, it was nearly 40 years 
until Robert T. Manfuso was able 
to do the same with the Blarney, 
in 1999. Manfuso replaced it with 
the Chanceland Farm Challenge 
Trophy, which will be awarded once 
again this year to the owner of the 
show's champion yearling.

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Twill Do lives up to his 
name in Maryland Hunt Cup

He smokes when 
he's nervous-and when he's 
not. He swears. He's rough 
around the edges. 


Except when he cries. 

Meister, the active leader in 
Maryland Hunt Cup rides (19) 
and riding victories (three), 
wound up with a faceful of 
tears at the Maryland Hunt 
Cup on April 24. 

On crutches due to a bro¬ 
ken pelvis from a fall a week 
earlier at the Grand National, 


Meister watched Twill Do win 
the $75,000 Hunt Cup-North 
America's oldest and most 
prestigious steeplechase. Lucy 
Goelet's 10-year-old won a 
sprint over the final two fences 
to defeat Private Attack by five 
lengths in 8:48 for the four 
miles and 22 fences. Battle Op 
finished 14 lengths back in

third as six of the 11 starters 
finished. Twill Do's jockey, 
James Stierhoff, got his first 
career victory while subbing 
for the injured Meister. 

"It takes a lot to make 
me cry, dude," Meister said 
while crutching to his car af¬ 
ter the race. "Unbelievable. 
Wow. Magic happens here, I 
don't know why. The horses 
pay you back, somehow, you 
know?" 

Twill Do worked over¬ 
time to do it, cashing in on 
the promise his trainer saw 
in an unraced 3-year-old then 
with Maryland horseman Joe 
Magner. The son of Yarrow 
Brae, bred by Tom and Chris 
Bowman, never ran on the 
flat, never made a hurdle start, 
didn't run at all until age 5 in 
a point-to-point. He finished 
second to future timber stars 
Michele Marieschi (GB) and 
Incomplete early, won an al¬ 
lowance timber at Genesee in 
2008 and mustered two sec¬ 
onds in five starts during 2009. 
Meister aimed for the Hunt 
Cup in 2010 and prepped with 
a fourth behind Across the 
Sky, Private Attack and Bon 


Caddo in the Grand National 
on April 17. Aboard for that ef¬ 
fort, Meister liked the way his 
horse finished and figured the 
Hunt Cup's extra six furlongs 
would help. A race later, Meis¬ 
ter parted company with Bug 
Eyed Willy and emerged with 
a broken pelvis that wasn't of¬ 
ficially discovered until two 
days later. 

"I was walking around af¬ 
terward; it hurt, but I thought 
I was going to be okay," said 
Meister. "I had an X-ray and 
a CAT scan, which were both 
negative. Two days later I had 
an MRI and they found it." 

Meister entered Mr Libera¬ 
tor and Twill Do in the Hunt 
Cup, engaging Blake Curry 
for the former and Stierhoff, a 
24-year-old Hunt Cup rookie, 
for the latter. Mr Liberator 
scratched the morning of the 
race, leaving Twill Do in a field 
of 12 entering the paddock. 

The dozen included 2008 
winner Askim (NZ), 2008 
runner-up Coal Dust, run¬ 
away Grand National winner 
Across the Sky, the powerful 
Private Attack and eight oth¬ 
ers with varying credentials. 


The race lost its favorite when 
Coal Dust was injured in the 
paddock. The 11-year-old fell 
after rearing up and fractured 
a hind leg. Veterinarians at¬ 
tended to the horse immedi¬ 
ately, but the injury was too 
severe and he was euthanized. 
The tragedy ended a life and 
completed a star-crossed con¬ 
nection with the race for the 
horse. Trained by Tom Voss 
for Armata Stable, Coal Dust 
lost his jockey at the 13th in 
2007, finished second in 2008, 
and was scratched the day of 
the race in 2009. 

Delayed briefly in the pad- 
dock confusion, the remain¬ 
ing 11 headed to the post with 
just one certainty-Across the 
Sky would make the lead. 
The Grand National winner 
and 21-year-old jockey Fritz 
Boniface had company over 
the first two fences, but built 
a commanding advantage 
from there with bold leaps 
and a relentless gallop. As 
the lengths added up-20, 40, 
50, 80-Across the Sky simply 
kept going. He approached the 
12th when the others jumped 
the 11th. He eyed the famous 


13th while the others touched 
down at the 12th. 

Behind him, a race devel¬ 
oped. Music to My Ears (Ire), 
Private Attack, Prospectors 
Strike and Vinnie Boy (Ire) 
took the most forward posi¬ 
tions as Askim dropped back 
to last early. Music to My Ears 
lost his rider George Hundt at 
the sixth, where Native Mark 
(Jake Chalfin) fell. Prospectors 
Strike refused and lost Justin 
Batoff at the 10th. At the 13th, 
the race for second included 
Private Attack and Vinnie Boy, 
followed by Professor Max¬ 
well (with former professional 
champion Gus Brown aboard). 
Battle Op, Twill Do, Western 
Fling and the still unhurried 
Askim. 

Professor Maxwell made 
a mess of the 16th and lost 
Brown. After 16, Twill Do 
moved up a few spots. At 17, 
Askim began to move. At 18, a 
loose horse took second-place 
Vinnie Boy out of contention, 
leaving Twill Do, Private At¬ 
tack, Askim and Battle Op as 
remote threats to the leader. 

Across the Sky steamed 
over 18 and 19, and turned left

toward Tufton Avenue and 
the stretch. The leader hit a 
few fences with his hind legs 
late, but was still well clear of 
the others with three fences to 
go. As quickly as it began, the 
powerful frontrunning dis¬ 
play came to an end. Across 
the Sky stopped at the 20th 
fence, slowing only in the final 
few strides. Boniface looked 
for a moment like he would 
take a second try at it, but opt¬ 
ed against such heroics as the 
others galloped past. 

"At that point I was just 
thinking about getting over 
the next fence in front of me," 
said Stierhoff, who inherited 
the lead after rallying into po¬ 
sition at the 17th. "It felt like 
that the whole race. There 
was nothing any of us could 
do about [Across the Sky] so 
we were running our races. 
I made the turn and saw him 
stopping and then we all had 
a chance." 

Twill Do jumped the 20th 
in front and crossed Tufton 
Avenue with energy. Private 
Attack (Mark Beecher) fol¬ 
lowed and joined the leader 
at the trappy 21st, a board 



fence with a small brook on 
the landing side. The Grand 
National winner in 2008, Pri¬ 
vate Attack surged to the front 
after that fence and briefly 
took control. Briefly. Twill 
Do responded on the inside, 
switched to his right lead and 
lengthened stride to the last. 

"I was kind of glad when 
Private Attack came up next 
to me at the water because you 
see so many horses do funny 
stuff there," said Stierhoff. "I 
liked the spot I had there and 
he jumped that all right, but 
Private got in front. Coming 
into the last, if there was ever 
a fence a horse gave me that 
was it. He flew it, just flew it." 

They took off together, but 
Twill Do landed with an ad¬ 
vantage he never relinquished. 
He won by five lengths over 
an eased up Private Attack. 
Beecher's foul claim for in¬ 
terference in the stretch was 
disallowed. Battle Op (Chris 
Read) stayed for third, fol¬ 
lowed by Western Fling (Jason 
Griswold), Askim (Charlie 
Fenwick III) and a distanced 
Vinnie Boy (Patrick Worrall) 
in sixth. 


Unflappable amid the 
chaos. Twill Do stayed in the 
race while others didn't. He 
bided his time early, got lucky 
to jump some broken pan¬ 
els, moved into position after 
the 16th (a 4'10" monster that 


comes almost three miles into 
the race) and proved plenty 
brave in the final half mile. 

"He runs hard, tries, he's 
been right there in a lot of 
races," said Meister. "He put 
it together today and ran the 












best race of his life on the big 
stage/' 

Stierhoff echoed the senti¬ 
ments. 

"Twill Do knew what was 
going on/' said the jockey. 
"He's been around so many 
other courses that he was okay 
with it. Stuff was happening 
all around us and he was just 
unfazed by it. That's a nice 
feeling to have around here. 
What a smart, classy horse." 

The Hunt Cup hero started 
out humbly as a $700 wean¬ 
ling purchase at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic's December Mixed 
Sale (where his dam sold for 
$800). Magner made the pur¬ 
chase from the consignment of 
Becky Davis, daughter of the 
breeders. Twill Do had done 
precious little when Magner 
showed the then 3-year-old to 
Meister. 

"Joe Magner is a friend 
of mine, and he showed me 
the horse," said Meister. "He 
hadn't done anything, but I 
loved him. I liked his breed¬ 
ing, I liked his looks, and they 
let me take him for a couple 
of days. I jumped him over a 
couple of fences and he acted 
like he could do it." 

Twill Do became Goelet's 
first race horse. The trans¬ 
planted Briton, whose Ameri¬ 
can homes have included Salt 
Lake City, New York City and 
now Sparks, wrapped herself 
in the Maryland Hunt Cup 
blanket awarded to the win¬ 
ning trainer afterward and 
marveled at the achievement. 

"It turned out to be a 
long-range investment," said 
Goelet. "What a thrill. It's 
just extraordinary to be part 
of something like this. It's 
the 30th anniversary of *Ben 
Nevis II winning the Grand 
National in England and I feel 


as lucky to have won this race 
as they must have felt winning 
that race." 

Meister the competitor la¬ 
mented his luck of missing 
a 20th Hunt Cup attempt as 
a rider, but only briefly. He 
thought of his late mother, Bet¬ 
ty, a standout point-to-point 
rider who never got a chance 
to ride in the Hunt Cup. He 
thought of former employer 
Jill Fanning. He thought of an¬ 
other role model, Nancy Han- 
num, who passed away this 
spring. He thought of Dream 
On, a mare he rode in several 
point-to-points in the 1980s. 

"I grew up in a family that 
always wanted to win the 
Hunt Cup," he said. "I sat on 
nice horses for Mrs. Fanning 
and other people and when 
you get that feeling jumping 
around here there's no other 
feeling like it. I always said I 
wanted to win six [as a rider], 
but I'm getting old, man. I 
don't know if I'm going to get 
there." 

Mikey Smithwick holds 
the Hunt Cup riding mark 
with six, but Meister now 
stands halfway to the training 
mark-also a half dozen and 
jointly held by Charlie Fen¬ 
wick Jr. and Janon Fisher Jr. 
Training and riding combined, 
Meister has won four. 

Meister grew up in Penn¬ 
sylvania, foxhunting and rid¬ 
ing ponies. Early mounts in¬ 
cluded pony racers Well Done, 
Heather and Our Brother 
Sonny in the mid-1970s. From 
that foundation provided by 
his parents, Betty and Bunny, 
Meister graduated to point- 
to-points and beyond-always 
timber horses, always geared 
around hunt cups (Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
so on). 


Meister rode his first Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup in 1987, and 
fell at the third with Onamys- 
tic. In 1988, he rode Freeman's 
Hill to victory for trainer Jill 
Fanning (Meister's brother Jay 
finished second in the race). 
Two years later, he trained and 
rode The Hard Word (Ire) to a 
win and doubled as trainer 
and jockey again in 1996 when 
Hello Hal won. Now, the 
Marylander lives a few miles 
from the Hunt Cup course 
and trails only Paddy Neilson 
(21) and Jervis Spencer Jr. (20) 
in total rides. 

Stierhoff's background 
stands apart from Meister's. 
The recent Towson Univer¬ 
sity graduate did not attend a 
Maryland steeplechase meet 
until he rode in one. Three- 
day events were his thing until 
he took a job exercising horses 
for Jay Griswold, who partici¬ 
pated in 16 Hunt Cups (with¬ 
out winning one) as a rider. 

"He's been my mentor for 
four or five years," said Stier¬ 
hoff, who rode his first NS A 
race in 2006. "I was galloping 
and riding while I was go¬ 
ing to Towson University. I'd 
ride in the morning and go to 
school in the afternoons and 
evenings. Jay was pushing me 
to go to school and get my de¬ 
gree, but also to keep riding." 

Stierhoff graduated in 2009 
with an economics degree, 
and turned a pre-graduation 
internship at Brown Advi¬ 
sory (where Griswold is a for¬ 
mer director) into a job in the 
compliance department. The 
career cut into time available 
to ride horses, but Stierhoff 
maximized his weekend rides 
and put in time on an Equiciz- 
er mechanical horse owned by 
Peter and Amy Fenwick. 

Stierhoff made the most 
of Meister's experience. They 


talked on the phone, with 
Meister dispensing wisdom 
and Stierhoff taking notes. 

"I walked the course-with 
my piece of paper. I'd call Billy 
and ask, 'Where was that ridge 
you were talking about?'" he 
said. "To just ride for a guy 
like Billy, who loves this sport, 
loves this area, loves this race, 
means a lot. He understands 
what's going through your 
mind. All he told me this 
week was to go out and have 
fun. My instructions were to 
relax and have fun. To go out 
and do it, to win, after what's 
happened this spring, means 
even more. I feel so bad for 
him. He's such a tough guy 
and he's on crutches and get¬ 
ting emotional about it. What 
a feeling."

Spring 2001 at Bonita 
Farm in Darlington, Md. 
Broodmare Little Dipper ar¬ 
rives for a date with stallion 
Valley Crossing. And 12- 
year-old Fritz Boniface runs 
through the barn before head¬ 
ing to classes at St. Joan of Arc 
Middle School. 

The son of Kevin and Chris 
Boniface, grandson of Bill and 
Joan, Fritz rides pony races 
(on Oh Henry), foxhunts. 


tackles some foxhunters' races 
at point-to-points, works at 
Bonita, goes to college for a 
year, drifts away from racing 
in 2004. 

Four years later, he takes a 
job-doing anything but rid¬ 
ing-with steeplechase trainer 
Jack Fisher. King of opportu¬ 
nity, Fisher lets Boniface get 
on some horses and gives him 
rides in training flat races that 
fall. 


Bred by Alan Anthony, Lit¬ 
tle Dipper's baby grows up to 
become Across the Sky, who 
wins three races on the flat 
(the last for a $6,500 claiming 
price at Timonium in 2005). 
The bay gelding finds his way 
to steeplechasing via trainer 
Paul Rowland, wins over 
hurdles and timber in 2007. 
Across the Sky makes just one 
2008 start and moves to Fish¬ 
er's barn-where Boniface and 


Little Dipper's baby reunite. 
The horse gives the jockey his 
first point-to-point win, his 
first fall, his first NSA win. 

April 17,2010, at the Grand 
National Races in Butler. 
Across the Sky and the 21- 
year-old Boniface dominate 
the 108th Grand National 
timber stakes - racing off to a 
50-length advantage, flying 18 
fences with style and winning 
by 20 lengths. The previously

unbeaten Incomplete falls at 
the last while mounting a des¬ 
perate rally, handing second 
to Private Attack with Bon 
Caddo third. The winner cov¬ 
ers the three and one-quarter 
miles in 6:05.40. 

Call it kismet, fate, destiny, 
whatever, but Across the Sky 
and Fritz Boniface were meant 
to be together. 

"I won the Grand Nation¬ 
al," Boniface said afterward, 
still not quite sure of it. "Can 
you believe it? It's a dream 
come true. And on a horse by 
Valley Crossing. When you 
think about it, it's kind of 
amazing." 

There was but one anxious 
moment-when Incomplete 
rallied in the final stages. With 
Across the Sky cruising on 
the front end, jockey Char¬ 
lie Fenwick III set his horse 
down and got an immedi¬ 
ate response, carving into the 
seemingly impossible lead as 
the others stayed back. Five 
lengths down at the second- 
last, Incomplete summoned 
his courage with a bold-if un¬ 
tidy-leap. He halved the mar¬ 
gin by the last, but fell hard 
while tiring. Across the Sky 
never wavered, jumping the 
last two fences with power, 
and would have been difficult 
to catch. 

"I knew I was still a little 
bit ahead and I was waiting 
for someone to come up," said 
Boniface. "At the second-last. 


I could hear the crowd mak¬ 
ing noise so I knew somebody 
was there. I took a look before 
the last fence and I saw him 
trying to get up to me, but I 
still had a good bit of horse. I 
knew he wasn't going to run 
by me easily anyway. I felt bad 
when he fell but I'm sure I had 
a big smile on my face." 

Owned by Paul Wood¬ 
en's Holbrook Hollow Farm, 
Across the Sky made a good 
field look ordinary and made 
anyone in Maryland racing 
a little bit nostalgic. A piece 
of Maryland history, the race 
goes back to 1898. A fixture in 
Maryland racing, the Boniface 
family goes back five genera¬ 
tions to the winning jockey's 
namesake, Fritz "Old Man" 
Boniface. His son Bill Boniface 
became a turf writer. Bill's son 
J. William Boniface won the 
Preakness with Deputed Tes- 
tamony in 1983. J. William's 
sons Billy, Kevin and John run 
Bonita Farm now. And Kevin's 
son, Fritz, won the second- 
oldest steeplechase in North 
America. 

Kevin Boniface missed the 
Grand National while run¬ 
ning a horse at Pimlico, but 
heard all about it from his 
wife, Chris. 

"Chris was giving me blow 
by blow on my phone and my 
phone died halfway through 
the race," said Boniface, 
whose horse Theda's Smile 
won that day at Pimlico. "I 
had to grab somebody else's 


and call her back. She said he 
was two jumps from home 
and she was saying 'Charlie's 
coming... Charlie's coming... 
Charlie's coming. . .' She was 
screaming and there was so 
much noise it took 10 minutes 
for her to calm down enough 
to tell me what happened. I'm 
just beyond myself. I'm very 
proud of him." 

The contemporary Fritz 
Boniface grew up wanting to 
ride steeplechase races, a side¬ 
light to the family business 
of flat horses. Bill Boniface 
trained a handful. Kevin Boni¬ 
face rode a little. John Boniface 
got into it for a while. But no¬ 
body did this. 

After graduating from John 
Carroll High School, Fritz 
Boniface went to college at 
Virginia Military Institute for 
a year, but came back to the 
farm and horses. 

"We wanted the kids to go 
to school, so they could have 
options, but all he wanted to 
do was work with horses," 
said Chris Boniface. "I was 
very proud of him. He han¬ 
dled the military part of it; 
school just wasn't for him. 
When I was younger, all I 
wanted to do was ride race 
horses, so how could I be mad 
at him?" 

Boniface children aren't 
supposed to simply fall back 
on the farm as a career, and 
that's why Kevin and Chris 
Boniface told their three (Fritz 
has an older sister, Michelle, 


and a younger sister, Sydney) 
they would go to college or 
work somewhere else first. 
Fritz Boniface called Fisher, 
whom he'd met at a steeple¬ 
chase riding seminar orga¬ 
nized by the North American 
Point-to-Point Association. 

"He was mad at us for two 
weeks, but it's been great for 
him," said Chris Boniface. 
"Jack keeps him grounded 
and as a parent I like that. It's 
all about the horse at Jack's. 
Fritz rides a race, and then 
he's back at the barn feeding. 
Fritz has grown up a lot since 
he's been there." 

Calm beyond his years, 
Fritz Boniface stood in the 
paddock before the Grand 
National and smiled. He talk¬ 
ed a little strategy, helped his 
mother get over some pre-race 
nerves and waited for the ac¬ 
tion. He's too big to ride light¬ 
weight hurdle races, so sticks 
to timber and the normally 
165-pound assignments. 

He learned the basics of 
riding jump races in the fox¬ 
hunting field and junior races 
with Ambassadorial, a former 
Bobby Frankel trainee. Togeth¬ 
er, they survived a run in the 
2004 Maryland Junior Hunt 
Cup-making "S" patterns to 
stay behind the field master 
and then sprinting over the 
final fence and through the 
stretch to finish fourth before 
barely pulling up after the fin¬ 
ish line.

"I. . . never. . . had. . . so. . . 
much... fun... in... my... en¬ 
tire. . . life," Boniface told his 
mother between gasps after¬ 
ward. The lessons of Ambas¬ 
sadorial-sit still, stay cool, 
keep your hands light-come 
in handy with Across the Sky. 
The horse wants no part of rat¬ 
ing behind others, but must re¬ 
lax to get the demanding dis¬ 
tances of timber racing. Speed 
is his ally (in building a big 
lead on his rivals) and his en¬ 
emy (in sapping his strength). 
In the Grand National, he 
sped over the first few fences 
before relaxing into an easy 
gallop that he extended to the 
race's final stages. 

"He's strong, wants to do 
his own thing, and he goes 
pretty fast at the beginning," 
Boniface said. "I was fighting 
him a little, but once he gets 
out there, he settles okay It 
wasn't doing any good to fight 
him so I just put my hands 
down and let him get comfort¬ 
able. I was opening my hands 
at the jumps and letting him 
do it. He never got tired." 

For Wooden, a Hunt Val¬ 
ley Md., businessman, the 
victory rewarded a patient ap¬ 
proach. Across the Sky made 
one start in March 2008 (his 
first in Wooden's silks) and 
didn't run for a year. During 
the break. Wooden moved the 
horse from Rowland's Penn¬ 


sylvania operation to Fisher's 
Maryland base. 

"This is a dream come 
true," the owner said. "I loved 
working with Paul, but I pass 
Jack's farm on the way to work 
every day so I can be part of it. 
I can stop and give him a mint 
now and then." 

• Beaten nearly 47 lengths 
in a $5,000 highweight race 
at My Lady's Manor a week 
earlier. Prospectors Strike 
reversed form in a suppos¬ 
edly tougher spot-the $15,000 
Benjamin Murray Memo¬ 
rial allowance timber at the 
Grand National. Justin Batoff 
was aboard for the win, and 
laughed about his role in the 
change. 

"I've been working on not 
going out to the front so much, 
but also not making the same 
mistake I made at the Manor, 
which was waiting too long to 
go," said Batoff. "I wanted to 
stay in the pack, stay with oth¬ 
er horses and then see what 
happens." 

Trained by Fisher, Prospec¬ 
tors Strike took care of the rest, 
patiently waiting to go after 
Native Mark (Jake Chalfin) in 
the stretch and winning by a 
half length in 6:15 for the three 
and a quarter miles. Music to 
My Ears (Ire) finished third. 

"I'm not used to that horse 
having much of a turn of foot, 
but he did," said Batoff. "I was 
thinking I might get second. 


which would have been great, 
but next thing I know we were 
running past him." 

A law student at the Uni¬ 
versity of Baltimore, Batoff 
used to attend the Grand Na¬ 
tional as a spectator. He rode 
his first horse in 2006 and has 
gradually climbed the lad¬ 
der through point-to-points 
to NSA races. Batoff won two 
point-to-points and an NSA 
maiden timber aboard Pros¬ 
pectors Strike in 2008 and '09 
when the horse was owned 
by Long Ball Stable. Bat- 
off's younger brother Jeremy 
bought the son of Smart Strike 
prior to this season. 

• Sportsmans Hall runner 
Take Harry prevailed in the 
third race, the $5,000 West¬ 
ern Run Plate highweight 
amateur timber, to give Irish 
jockey Mark Beecher his first 
American win. The 11-year- 
old rated off a quick early pace 
set by Cradle Snatcher and 
worked into contention by the 
second-last fence. Under pres¬ 
sure, Cradle Snatcher fell there 
and left Take Harry to gallop 
in with a 30-length win over 
the race's only other finisher. 
Make Your Own. Trained by 
Alicia Murphy, the winner 
needed 6:42.40 to negotiate the 
three miles and had Beecher 
smiling afterward. 

"Alicia told me he stays, so 
when there was plenty of pace 
I wanted to sit in and hold on 


to their tails as long as I 
could," said the jockey. "He 
gave me a great spin and really 
kept finding more when he 
needed to." 

Beecher rode show jump¬ 
ers successfully and came to 
the U.S. on the suggestion of 
owner George Mahoney. 

"I was on two European 
championship show jump¬ 
ing teams for Ireland, and 
switched to racing in point-to- 
points and the tracks," he said. 
"[American timber racing] is 
fairly unique, but touch wood 
it's going well enough." ^

South Monarch reigns in 
My Lady's Manor

Like a good foxhunt, the 
My Lady's Manor race course 
meanders-turning left and 
right, climbing up hills and 
zooming down. There are no 
hounds, foxes or car follow¬ 
ers, but the effect is the same 
and rewards versatile horses 
who can run, jump, turn and 
stay all at the same time. 

South Monarch fit the de¬ 
scription perfectly and put 
together a strong performance 
while denying Bubble Econ¬ 
omy in the $30,000 timber 
stakes at the Elkridge-Har- 
ford Hunt Club in Monkton, 
Md., on April 10. Owned and 
trained by Sanna Hendriks, 
South Monarch (Jody Petty) 
covered the three miles in 
6:53.16 while scoring by a 
head over Bubble Economy, 
with Haddix six lengths back 
in third. 

The 8-year-old moved 
from owner/breeder George 
Strawbridge's ledger to life 
as a foxhunter for Hendriks, 
spent much of the 2009 to '10 
off-season with Pennsylva¬ 
nia's Cheshire hunt and only 
wound up at the Manor be¬ 
cause of a productive spin at 
his home point-to-point. 

"He is my foxhunter," said 
Hendriks. "He had some ten¬ 
don problems last year after 
the Virginia Gold Cup and 
George was culling some 
horses so I said I'd take him 
as my hunter. I hunted him all 
season when the weather was 
okay. He's pretty good at it." 

South Monarch's legs 
looked clean early this spring 
and Hendriks took a shot in 
the open timber at Cheshire 
point-to-point on March 28. 
He won and earned a start in 
the Manor. The season's first 
timber stakes drew a solid 
field that included National

Steeplechase Association tim¬ 
ber champions Bubble Econo¬ 
my and Askim (NZ) and 2008 
Manor winner Hot Springs. 
The race turned into a game of 
wait and see as all eight were 
reluctant pacemakers. Un¬ 
comfortable at the slow pace. 
South Monarch responded to 
Petty and eased to the front af¬ 
ter a mile. 

"There's a weird pace be¬ 
tween foxhunting and racing 
that's hard for me to jump out 
of," said Petty. "I don't know 
what it's like for other people. 









"When you have a real small 
number like this you can train 
them for two hours at a time, 
which is nice, but it's all dif¬ 
ferent. WeVe had to learn new 
gallops, a new jogging loop, 
new everything." 

South Monarch brings a 
stamina-laden pedigree to his 
steeplechase career as a son of 
Belmont Stakes winner Con¬ 
quistador Cielo and the Storm 
Bird mare Just a Bird. 

"He's not a very big horse 
compared to some of the oth¬ 
ers but he's really clean-wind¬ 
ed and he's just an efficient 
mover," Hendriks said. "He 
cruises up the hills, cruises 
around the bends. You need 
sort of a handy horse who 
can handle all that to do well 
here." 

• The stop-and-start rid¬ 
ing record of Brooks Durkee 
started again in the $12,500 
John Rush Streett Memorial 
maiden timber (for amateur 
jockeys) on the undercard, and 
produced a win with Blythe 
and Joe Davies's Fort Henry 
(Ire). The Irish-bred assumed 
command from Any Key ear¬ 
ly and thwarted challenges 
throughout while winning by 
a neck over Armed Brat (Jake 
Chalfin) in 6:37 for the three 
miles. Sand Box Rules (Chris 
Read) finished another neck 
back in third. 

A Marylander, Durkee rode 
regularly for trainer Charlie 
Fenwick Jr.'s operation in the 
1990s but stopped riding and 
moved to Florida before a 
well-received comeback (four 
wins) in 2008. He didn't ride at 
all in 2009, but answered a call 
from Joe Davies days before 
the Manor. Fort Henry, who 
made two starts (off course 
and a fall) at point-to-points 
the previous weekend, needed 
a rider. Durkee was available. 

"I got a call from Joe this 
week about riding this horse," 
said Durkee. "Joe and I go 
back 20 years and if Joe says 
this is a nice horse and he'll 
win I don't need to question 
it. I was glad for the opportu¬ 
nity." 

Durkee jumped his first 
fence in two years the day be¬ 
fore, and guided the quirky 
Fort Henry to the win-not 
without some anxious mo- 


foxhunter," she said. "I never 
think of leading over a fence 
out hunting. He's just cheeky. 
I would never jump him by 
himself; Jody can but I won't. 
Jody's braver than I am." 

The veteran jockey broke 
his collarbone (again) a week 
earlier at a point-to-point, but 
handled it without missing a 
day of morning work or any 
race mounts. 

"It's happened so many 
times it's almost become a 
joint and it goes back in place 
after a while," he said. "My 
horse was great today. He 
wasn't that comfortable early 
and I couldn't stay behind any 
longer. Then, his best three 
fences were his last three fences 
and he needed those. He's a 
trier and a stayer and this is a 
stayer's course." 

Hendriks has been forced 
to regroup her stable after 
Strawbridge scaled back his 
steeplechase operation and 
sent most of her former horses 
to trainer Richard Valentine. 
Once based on Strawbridge's 
farm near Unionville, Hen¬ 
driks has relocated her now 
smaller stable to Gum Tree 
and the farm of Dolly and Dr. 
John Fisher. 

"It's been a long winter and 
a lot of work," said Hendriks, 
whose mother, Nina Straw- 
bridge, has been married to 
George Strawbridge for many 
years but is now separated. 


but it's hard for me and hard 
for the horses I ride. You're 
not going fast enough to stand 
off and you're going too fast 
to chip in and that's the pace 
we were going. The way these 
come up you kind of need to 
be rolling along." 

South Monarch rolled on or 
near the front end until just be¬ 
fore the sharp final turn, where 
Haddix (Jason Griswold) chal¬ 
lenged and pulled Bubble 
Economy (Paddy Young) into 
the picture. Haddix weakened 
first, leaving the others to slug 
it out over the final two fences. 
Bubble Economy rallied on the 
inside, but could not get clear 
despite taking a short lead in 
deep stretch. South Monarch 


answered that challenge and 
they finished together. Only 
the truly brave made a predic¬ 
tion before the photo finish 
camera. 

"When they announced 
Bubble Economy beat him, I 
was like, 'Well that was a good 
try, but it would have been 
nice to win,'" said Hendriks. 
"Then they made it official 
and said we won. It was pretty 
cool to hear." 

Hendriks gave credit to 
Petty for recognizing the pace 
scenario and taking control of 
the race. 

"I was worried when he 
was out in front by himself 
because he's quite spooky 
and I should know-he's my

ments that drew three foul 
claims (disallowed) from two 
jockeys for interference. 

"He's not easy; tucked in 
he was fine, but he got to the 
front and was real jukey," 
said Durkee. "He was think¬ 
ing about ducking out at one. 
Coming to the second-last 
and last, he was juking, but I 
was doing everything I could 
to keep him straight. I under¬ 
stood their claims, but he was 
the best horse. I straightened 
him from leaning in and then 
he started leaning out. I was 
just glad I could keep him 
straight enough." 

Durkee moved north from 
Florida for a job with flat 
trainer Graham Motion at 
Fair Hill, but-in a switch for a 
steeplechase jockey-broke his 
leg falling from a horse on his 
first day 

"I was on a 3-year-old who 
went up and over and laid 
down right on my leg, break¬ 
ing my tibia," said Durkee, 
who underwent surgery. "It's 
unfortunate because spring is 
obviously a good time for me 
as an amateur rider." 

• Divided into two races 
thanks to strong entries, the 
maiden timber produced an¬ 
other solid field in the $12,500 
Sham Aciss (open to profes¬ 
sional jockeys). Bob Kinsley's 
The Whacker (Ire) made light 
work of four others, rally¬ 
ing late to score for trainer 
Tom Voss. Paddy Young rode 


the winner, who passed run¬ 
ner-up He's Got Mojo in the 
stretch and won by two and 
three-quarters lengths in 6:52 
for three miles. Fieldview took 
third. 

The Whacker made his 
American debut for trainer 
Ann Stewart last spring, but 
missed the rest of the season 
with knee surgery. Sent to 
Voss, via a layoff spent with 
Billy Santoro, the 9-year-old 
returned in 2010 and won at 
Elkridge-Harford point-to- 
point on April 3. At the Man¬ 
or, Young worked to keep the 
high-strung son of Secral calm 
in the post parade, at the start 
and in the race's early stages. 
By the stretch, the horse was 
anything but calm-charging 
up the rail to all but shout po¬ 
tential. 

"Tom never says much, 
but he told me the horse was 
a bit nervous," said Young. "I 
tried to be nice and peaceful 
and away from everybody at 
the start and make it a good 
experience for him because he 
wasn't sure of himself. He's 
such a good jumper that it was 
just a matter of not getting in¬ 
to the race too soon. It was the 
perfect race for that horse and 
he won with plenty left in the 
tank." 

• The finale, the $5,000 
John D. Schapiro Memorial 
highweight amateur timber, 
produced the day's third Irish- 
bred winner in Irv Naylor's

The Malibu Moon offspring 
moved up effortlessly on the 
pacesetter and caught him in 
deep stretch, but he still had to 
fight to the finish to secure the 
win-his first in a stakes. As a 
Maryland-bred, he earned a 
portion of the $20,000 Mary¬ 
land Fund bonus added to the 
$50,000 base purse. 

"My horse just wanted to 
run," Diaz said. "He was push 
button today and I was just a 
passenger." 

Baltimore Bob is condi¬ 
tioned by Baltimore County 
native J.B. Secor, who took 
over his training when Carlos 
Garcia retired on January 1. 
Garcia co-owns Baltimore Bob 
as part of Kay gar Stable and is 
now Diaz's agent. 

The 5-year-old wintered in 
Louisiana with trainer Helen 
Pitts, while adding to his re¬ 
sume two third-place finishes 
in Grade 3 company-the John 
B. Connally Turf Handicap 
and Fair Grounds Handicap. 
At ages 3 and 4, Baltimore Bob 
placed in three stakes. 

"Helen did a great job 
and he came back in tip-top 
shape," Secor said.

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12th District legislators call 
for NJSEA to seek proposals 
for slot machines and VLTs at race tracks 


S enator Jennifer Beck, Assemblyman Declan 
O’Scanlon and Assemblywoman Caroline 
Casagrande have called on the New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Authority to seek proposals 
to place video lottery terminals at the Meadowlands, 
following a recent $600 million offer from a group of 
casino industry executives. 

"This proposal to pay the NJSEA $600 million 
shows that placing VLTs or slots at race tracks could 
be very profitable for the state of New Jersey,” said 
Beck. "In the midst of our fiscal crisis in the state, 
an offer like this cannot necessarily be dismissed 
out of hand. However, an offer like this cannot also 
simply be accepted without an open bidding process. 
That is why I believe that the Authority should seek 
similar proposals so that it can determine which of 
these proposals are best for the state and New Jersey’s 
racing industry.” 

The offer to place VLTs at the Meadowlands 
would also mean that Global Enterprises 
Meadowlands, the entity that made the offer and is 


led by former Harraids Atlantic City chief executive 
David Hanlon, would run the track. 

"When we’re facing an $ 11 billion structural 
deficit,” said CTScanlon, "it is important to look for 
revenue streams wherever we can find them. Maybe 
it makes sense to have VLTs or slot machines at the 
Meadowlands, and maybe it makes sense for another 
entity to run the track. Ids important that if an offer 
like this is on the table that it is considered alongside 
alternatives and that the most educated decision 
is made. The NJSEA needs to be open to whatever 
would be the best choice for New Jersey.” 

"We are at the point where we need to look at all 
alternatives,” said Casagrande, "but we won’t know 
what all of the alternatives are if we accept the first 
offer to come along. The idea of VLTs or slots at race 
tracks has been discussed quite a bit, but this is the 
first concrete offer that the NJSEA has gotten. It’s 
vital that an open bidding process takes place so 
that the best choice is made for the citizens of New 
Jersey.”

G eorge Schwartz’s homebred Way With 

Words, the reigning New Jersey-bred Horse 
of the Year, got back to her winning ways in 
the $50,000 South Beach Stakes at Gulfstream Park 
on April 10.

"I think [he] can 
handle six, seven furlongs, even a one-turn mile. We 



even thought he was pretty good on the grass. WeVe 
got a lot of options in front of us.” 

Together Indy (Not For Love—I Ain’t P T, by A.P. 
Indy) was bred by Rock Talk Farm and is owned by 
RA. Hill Stable and Vic Fontana. He was a $325,000 
Fasig-Tipton Florida February 2-year-old in training 
purchase. With the victory, Together Indy improved 
his record to three wins from seven starts and 
earnings of $221,554.

"Lord Nelson is 
not only the perfect candidate to help teach budding 
scientists and young horse enthusiasts about equine 
science, but at 37 years young, he is truly a testament 
to the scientific research conducted at the Equine 
Science Center,” added Malinowski. 

The goal was to create an online classroom 
with Lord Nelson as the lead educator. Although 
the updated component features interactive 
elements and will include games, the primary 
focus is equine science specifically developed for 
youth ages 10 to 14 years. The youth component 


focuses on three modules: health care and 
nutrition - covering scientific subjects such as the 
odd things horses eat, aging and keeping horses 
healthy; exercise physiology-discussing similarities 
in how horses and humans exercise, antioxidants 
and oxygen consumption; and horses and the 
environment - detailing how horses and humans fit 
harmoniously in a clean environment. 

Equine Science 4 Kids! visitors have the 
opportunity to e-mail their horse-related questions 
directly to Lord Nelson. All questions will be 
answered in a timely manner. If Lord Nelson receives 
the same question repeatedly, the question will be 
added to the frequently asked questions (FAQs) 
feature available in each of the three modules. 

In keeping with modern times, Lord Nelson also 
has a blog, "Holy Hoofprints!” to share his thoughts 
and perspective with Equine Science 4 Kids! visitors. 
Ideally, his blog will consist of "a day in the life of a 
horse” as it relates to science-type content. Visitors 
may also join Lord Nelson’s fan club to receive 
e-mail notification of new content, blog entries and 
interactive games as they are added to the youth 
component.

How a Foal Came to Be 
Named “Rhoads Six” 

A cancer ward and race horse that share the same 
name provide hope to patients newly diagnosed with 
acute myeloid leukemia 

From a very early age, Teresa Garofalo has been around 
horses. She developed a love for animals while growing 
up in Vermont and Tennessee. Becoming a veterinarian 
and horse breeder were her lifelong goals. 

Teresa built a successful veterinary practice and, along 
with her husband John, tended to the horses that live on 
their picturesque West Chester farm. Life was good. But, 
in May 2007, Teresa began feeling unusually tired, and 
noticed fluid was building in one of her knees. After a 
battery of tests, Teresa was diagnosed with acute myeloid 
leukemia and was immediately admitted for treatment. 

The news came as a shock to her and John, but as any 
cancer patient and their family know, there is never a 
“good” time for a cancer diagnosis. 

The Garofalos turned to Penns Abramson Cancer 
Center for her care. A few days after being admitted to 
Rhoads 6, while Teresa was receiving her second dose of 
chemotherapy, she watched a live camera feed of their 
farm with excited anticipation. As nurses looked on with 
curiosity, Teresa coached her husband John through 
birthing the newest addition to their family, a beautiful 
foal. They named the foal Rhoads Six after the floor 
where Teresa was being treated at the hospital of the 
University of Pennsylvania. Rhoads Six, affectionately 
called “Rhoady,” is now old enough to race, and recently 
traveled to Maryland for six months of training. 




Teresa and John Garofalo want to make life a little easier for future 
patients with acute myeloid leukemia. 

After a challenging treatment regimen that included a 
bone marrow transplant, Teresa is now in remission and 
feeling more like herself again. Teresa says, “We are so 
grateful for the wonderful care I received at Penn, and 
particularly thankful to the entire staff of Rhoads 6 and 
Rhoads 7 for their compassion and attention during my 
extended stays. We want to give back to say thank you 
to the staff, but also to try and make life a little easier for 
the other patients going through what I did.” 

All of us are wishing Rhoady the best of luck in his 
races, especially since Teresa and John will be donating 
a percentage of his winnings to a recently created 
foundation benefiting patients diagnosed with acute 
myeloid leukemia at the Abramson Cancer Center. 

The Rhoads Six Foundation will help provide items 
for patients and their families that are intended to 
make a difficult situation a little more bearable. Laptop 
computers for patients to use during their stay, DVD 
players, softer bedding, and parking vouchers for patients 
and their visitors are just a few ways that Teresa and 
John hope Rhoady’s winnings and additional outside 
donations will be used.

Over the Lea sweeps three in 
VHBPA flat series 


Virginia breeders produce 
Tattersalls sales topper 



A t the Loudoun Hunt point- 
to-point in Leesburg on 
April 11, Virginia-bred Over the 
Lea scored her third consecutive 
victory in the spring flat race 
series sponsored by the Virginia 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association (VHBPA). 

The series, run at point-to- 
point meets, is made up of six 
races restricted to Virginia-bred 
and Virginia-sired runners. 

A 4-year-old daughter of 
Meadow Monster out of Stalking, 
by Sir Cat, Over the Lea was bred 
by the Virginia Tech Foundation 
and is owned in partnership by 
her trainer, Don Yovanovich, and 
the newly created racing partner¬ 
ship known as Upperville Racing 
LLC, managed by Karl Norbert 
of Washington, D.C. 

Over the Lea launched her 
streak in Upperville at the Pied¬ 
mont Hounds point-to-point on 
March 20, where she was ridden 
by Diana Gillam. She went to the 
front and was never headed, win¬ 
ning by eight lengths. 


Sent to Ben Venue for Old 
Dominion on April 3, Over the 
Lea, under the guidance of Liam 
Me Vicar, was well placed early, 
made a move with a quarter mile 
to go, and once again scored eas¬ 
ily by eight lengths. 

Returning at Loudoun with 
McVicar in the irons, the deter¬ 
mined filly was never far off the 
pace of second-place finisher 
Daylight Fire. She reached that one 
at the bottom of the stretch and 
won going away by two lengths. 
Each of her wins, which netted 
her connections a total of $3,600, 
was contested at a distance of 
about a mile and a quarter. 

What started out with “a 
great little filly [Over the Lea] 
in September with a friend from 
work has now grown into an 
expanded partnership of three 
horses and multiple partners,” 
says Norbert. The partnership 
horses are boarded and trained 
by Yovanovich, who owns and 
operates Initiator Stables in 
Middleburg. Yovanovich s opera¬ 


B ack in 1981, attorneys Anne 
and Dick Poulson purchased 
their first yearling at Saratoga—a 
filly by L’Enjoleur named For 
Love Alone, who would produce 
eight winners and three stakes 
horses. 

One of those winners and the 
last of For Love Alone’s foals was 
graded stakes winner Love Match 
(by Partner’s Hero), the champion 
Maryland-bred turf performer of 
2005.Love Match’s first foal, a colt 
by Elusive Quality, was sold by the 
Poulsons’ Hare Forest Farm at the 
2009 Keeneland September Sale 
for $150,000 to pinhooker Willie 
Browne’s Mocklershill Stables. 

Moving farther from Orange, 
Va., where the Poulsons call Hare 
Forest home, the colt topped the 
Tattersalls Craven Breeze-up Sale 
held April 13 to 15 in New¬ 
market, England. 

Fetching a final bid of 
$649,740, the Elusive Quality 
colt sold to Italian agent Federico 
Barberini, who was bidding on 
behalf of agent Oliver St. Law¬ 
rence for his Bahrain-based 
owner Fawzi Nass. 

When asked if they regret¬ 
ted selling the colt for $150,000 
last fall, Anne Poulson recalled 
the advice of their late blood¬ 
stock advisor John Finney, who 
said, “Commercial breeders are

The Poulsons pur¬ 
chased that Cormorant colt for 
$32,000, and consigned him to 
the Saratoga Select Yearling sale 
the next August, where he was 
purchased for $150,000. 

That one turned out to be 
Go for Gin, winner of the 1994 
Kentucky Derby-Gl. 

The Poulsons’ sales philosophy 
will no doubt be utilized in years 
to come with foals out of Love 
Match. She has a yearling filly by 
Pulpit who is being prepped for 
the Saratoga sale, and a Giant’s 
Causeway filly at her side. Love 
Match was bred this season to 
Distorted Humor.

Off to the races 


O n May 29, Colonial Downs 
was set to kick off its 14th 
annual Thoroughbred race meet 
in New Kent, Va. Racing will 
continue for eight weeks, five 
days a week, until July 21. Post 
time on Saturday and Sunday is 
12:55 p.m. On Monday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday, racing starts at 4 
p.m., an hour earlier than last year 
to accommodate more racing on 
the unlit turf course. There is no 
racing on Thursday and Friday. 

Meet highlights include the 
$500,000 Colonial Turf Cup-G2 
on June 19 and $600,000Virginia 
Derby-G2 on July 17. Both are 
route races on the turf for 3-year- 
olds. The $150,000 All Along 
Stakes-G3 for fillies and mares 
is paired with the Turf Cup. The 
$150,000 Virginia Oaks-G3 for 
3-year-old fillies runs on Virginia 
Derby day. Those two stakes are 
also distance races on the grass. 

Scattered throughout the 
meet are 12 more stakes races, 
each with a $50,000 purse. Six 
are restricted to Virginia-bred or 
Virginia-sired horses. 

Steeplechase races, includ¬ 
ing the $50,000 Zeke Ferguson 
Memorial Hurdle-G3, are sched¬ 
uled on alternate Sundays starting 
June 13. 

The standard overnight races 
feature a 60 percent owner’s 
bonus paid for Virginia-bred/ 
sired horses finishing among the 
top four in open competition. 
Each week there are also two 
Virginia restricted races with a 
25 percent purse supplement. All 
overnight races pay through last 
place. 

To encourage larger fields in 
dirt races the VHBPA is once 
again paying a trainers bonus 


for all runners in races on the 
main track with a claiming price 
of $10,000 or less. The bonus is: 
$200 (win), $100 (second), $75 
(third) and $50 (fourth through 
last). 

Each weekend Colonial 
Downs features special events. 
Owners’ Day is scheduled for 
Saturday, June 19. At noon the 
VHBPA hosts a reception on 
the backstretch for owners and 
their guests. Ceremonies with 
special owner trophies contin¬ 
ue through the afternoon card, 
which includes the Colonial Turf 
Cup and All Along Stakes. 

Saturday, June 26 is Ladies Day, 
with free admission for women. 
Tonic Jane, an all-girl rock band, 
will provide music while various 
women’s organizations hold char¬ 
itable fundraisers on the grounds. 
The race card features an all-fe¬ 
male amateur jockey contest and 
the $50,000 Brookmeade Stakes 
for Virginia-bred or Virginia-sired 
fillies and mares. 

Concerts and fireworks are 
scheduled for the July 4 week¬ 
end. 

Traffic to Colonial Downs is 
often heavy on 1-95 south and 
1-64 east toward the beach. To 
avoid traffic approaching Rich¬ 
mond, take 1-95 Exit 98 (Rte. 30 
East) to West Point, then proceed 
on Rte. 33 south to 1-64 west. 
Going west, take exit 214 to the 
track. 

To get around beach traffic 
on 1-64 east at the exit ramp 
from 1-295, take 1-64 west toward 
Richmond. Stay left onto Rte. 
60 east to Rte. 155 (Providence 
Forge). Turn left on 155 and go 
north to the track entrance on 
the right side. 


Virginia HBPA 
backstretch services 

During the summer meet the 
VHBPA provides its usual ben¬ 
efits and services for everyone 
working on the backstretch. Its 
office/classroom building next to 
the track kitchen is the hub for 
nearly all activity. The facility is 
open from 5 a.m. to 8 p.m. every 
day. It has a big screen television 
with simulcasting, DirecTV and 
a DVD player. Computers, scan¬ 
ners, printers and fax machines 
are available without charge. The 
entire building, and the patio 
areas surrounding it, are a WiFi 
hot spot for 24-hour access to 
the Internet. 

The VHBPA also has a 12-pas- 
senger van for regular transpor¬ 
tation from the dormitories to 
shopping and recreation areas. 
Sports equipment-balls, bats, 
gloves, soccer balls, basketballs, 
volley balls and horseshoes —is 
on site. Complimentary tickets 
for meals in the track kitchen are 
available for those who would 
like them, including daily ship¬ 
pers. 

The Reverend Marjorie 
Bevans, our VHBPA chaplain, is 
at the track daily for counsel¬ 
ing and prayer services. She is a 
former jockey who is at home on 
both the frontside and backside. 
The Rev. Bevans also conducts 
Bible study classes one evening a 
week with complimentary supper 
at a local restaurant. 

Urgent medical care is pro¬ 
vided through MedExpress, 120 
Monticello Avenue in Williams¬ 
burg, from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. daily 
(757) 564-3627. Appointments 
are not necessary. Dental care 
from Dr. Randall Rosemond is 


in Providence Forge, just south 
of the race track entrance. 
Appointments are necessary (804- 
966-7202). The VHBPA pays for 
both services, including prescrip¬ 
tion drugs, and can provide free 
transportation. 

For trainers who are inter¬ 
ested in this service, the VHBPA 
pays half the $550 rental cost for 
large walk-in mobile containers 
that can be used for tack and feed 
storage. The containers are placed 
at shedrow ends. Delivery and 
lease arrangements may be made 
through A-Box Containers (804) 
550-9966. 

All grooms participate in the 
VHBPA’s awards program. A $20 
prize is given in the paddock 
before each race to the groom 
with the best turned-out horse. 
Weekly $100 prizes go to the best 
kept barn. 

The national HBPA Groom 
Elite 101 course is once again 
being taught at Colonial Downs, 
starting June 10. It is a six-week 
training program held from 
noon to 3:30 p.m. on dark days, 
Thursday and Friday. The course 
combines classroom instruc¬ 
tion in the VHBPA building and 
hands-on work in the stable area. 
Subjects include equine anatomy, 
behavioral characteristics, nutri¬ 
tion, bandaging, tacking and safe¬ 
ty. Instruction is in English and 
Spanish. The course is free. 

During the meet the VHBPA 
also accepts applications for its 
annual scholarship program that 
provides grants for vocational 
school, college study and other 
types of formal education. Last 
year, 14 $1,000 scholarships were 
awarded in September. To qual¬ 
ify an applicant must be: (1) a 
Virginia resident; and (2) a race 
track or Thoroughbred horse 
farm employee, or the child of 
the same. Applications are avail¬ 
able in the VHBPA building and 
online at www.vhbpa.org. 
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Springtime in West Virginia 


C harles Town Races and 
Slots went all out on April 
17, striving to attract some 
of the nation's finest 
handicap horses with the $1 million 
Charles Town Classic. 

Local racing fans got a close-up 
look at such vaunted performers as 
Understatement Awesome Gem, 
Gone Astray, Encaustic, Acting Zippy 
and, of course, the victorious local 
star Researcher. 

However, the $50,000 Springtime 
Handicap also had many local 
owners, trainers and breeders on the 
edge of their seats. The sixth race on 
the undercard, it was for registered 
accredited West Virginia-breds, 4 8c 
up. 

The seven-furlong Springtime 
featured Charles Town's 2009 Horse 
of the Year, Russell Road, a 4-year-old 
son of Wheaton—Roberta Grump 
(by Verification), and two additional 
local champions of last season: 

Nay's Tap (sprinter) and Beware of 
the Bop (3-year-old filly). 

Originally slated as a $35,000 
weighted handicap, the race took 
on new life when the track added 


a bonus that only kicked in if Russell 
Road or Nay's Tap competed. 

On paper the race appeared 
to be speed-laden, with the rapid 
Gabriel's Smile, quick-footed Darth 
Tater and nimble Beware of the 
Bop all poised to assume the early 
advantage. 

Beware of the Bop and Russell 
Road broke on top, followed closely 
by Darth Tater and Nay's Tap. 

Racing through modest fractions 
down the backside, the leaders 
remained in that order until Nay's 
Tap moved three abreast at the 
quarter-pole marker. 

Russell Road, despite his 124- 
pound impost, eagerly met the 
challenge and pulled away to a 
three and one-quarter-length victory. 

The connections of Russell Road, 
owner Mark Russell, trainer James 
W. Casey and breeder Robert H. 
Lloyd, had toyed with the idea 
of starting their champion in the 
Classic, but decided to keep him 
at the distance over which he has 
won eight out of nine races with one 
third. 


Beware of the Bop's reputation 
was not tarnished, as she took on 
males and gamely finished second 
for owner/breeder James S. Carter 
and trainer Tim Grams. 

The daughter of Bop—Beware of 
the Ace (by Caveat) was making 
only her second start in 2010. 

Nay's Tap picked up third-place 
money for owner David Leonard 
III, trainer Debra Ketterman and 
breeder Wade Sanderson and 
appeared to be back in top shape 
after a disappointing effort in 
the February 15 General George 
Handicap-G2 at Laurel Park. 

In the eighth race, another highly 
touted West Virginia-bred runner. 
Plantation, showed up and put his 
undefeated record on the line in the 
$100,000 Blue and Gold Stakes. 

The gigantic son of Luftikus (out 
of Stalda, by Chenin Blanc) was 
less than a month removed from a 
stellar win in his stakes debut. Laurel's 
Private Terms Stakes. A 3-year-old, he 
is owned by Nellie Mae Cox, trained 
by Rodney Jenkins and bred by 
Nellie Mae Cox and Rose Retreat. 
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Unfortunately, the grand looking 
gelding was away sluggishly from 
the latch and failed to entertain his 
rival Comedero. 

Shipping in from Keeneland for 
trainer Michael Stidham, Comedero 
unleashed a spectacular turn of 
foot, missing a track record by less 
than a fifth of a second. 

Plantation's foot size hints at the 
prospect of future success on the 
turf. 

The majority of the record crowd 
may have been heading for the 
turnstiles after the 1 Oth race, the 
Charles Town Classic, and while 
it may have only been a $5,000 
never-won-three claiming race, 
owner/trainer/breeder Lenworth 
Kirlew thought he hit the lottery with 
Working On It. 

The popular jockey turned trainer/ 
exercise rider had his charge well 


prepared and eager to score her 
second career win. 

The speedy bay filly is by Creative 
Act out of the Allen's Prospect mare 
Super Destiny. 

Any given morning on the Charles 
Town backstretch, Kirlew can be 
seen hastening to his next four¬ 
legged assignment while conversing 
in his distinctive Jamaican accent, 
and saying,"I'm working on it."

rainerTim Grams reported on 
some matings that he arranged 
for 2010, raising hopes for future West 
Virginia-bred standouts. 

Three mares went to Dance With 
Ravens: Lonesome Trail (Copelan

WEST VIRGINIA-BRED 
ACCREDITATION PROCESS 

If a horse is foaled out of state but sired by a WV stallion 
it is registered as WV-sired only. It may participate in 
Accredited WV-Bred restricted races. The breeder does not 
participate in the WV Thoroughbred Development Fund. 

If a horse is not foaled in WV and not by a WV stallion it may fall into 
a raiser category if it was properly enrolled in the Raiser program 
before its yearling year and remained in the state during that year. 

It may participate in some Accredited WV-Bred Races. Owners of 
Raisers participate in the WV Thoroughbred Development Fund. 

If a horse not foaled in WV does not meet the above descriptions it is 
not eligible for registration with the WV Thoroughbred Development 
Fund and can not participate in Accredited WV-Bred restricted races.
